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Israeli army begins deploying troops amid attacks 


Fact-finding group 
ready to investigate 
airstrike in Kunduz

GENEVA (AP) — The In¬ 
ternational Humanitarian 
Fact-Finding Commission 
has told the U.S. and Af¬ 
ghan governments it’s 
ready to investigate dead¬ 
ly U.S. airstrikes on a Doc¬ 
tors Without Borders hospi¬ 
tal in northern Afghanistan 
— if they agree. 

The IHFFC said Wednesday 
it has “proposed its servic¬ 
es” to the countries after 
the repeated U.S. airstrikes 
Oct. 3 that devastated 
the hospital in the city of 
Kunduz, killing 12 staffers 
of medical aid group Doc¬ 
tors Without Borders and 10 
patients amid fighting be¬ 
tween Afghan forces and 
Taliban rebels. 

U.S. officials have insisted 
the strikes were a mistake, 
and President Barack 
Obama has apologized to 
Doctors Without Borders’ 
international president. 
Acting “on its own initia¬ 
tive”, the IHFFC said it sent 
identical letters on the is¬ 
sue to the governments 
on Oct. 7. The intergov¬ 
ernmental body, based in 
Bern and set up under an 
annex of the Geneva Con¬ 
vention, can only launch a 
mission if authorized by the 
concerned state or states. 
Created after the Gulf War 
in 1991, it has never de¬ 
ployed one. 

The U.S. has vowed to con¬ 
duct an investigation, but 
says an international probe 
is not needed. Afghan au¬ 
thorities are also investigat¬ 
ing. 

Thilo Marauhn, a law pro¬ 
fessor at Germany’s Univer¬ 
sity of Giessen and com¬ 
mission first vice president, 
said: “It’s not our job to tell 
states what to do.” 

“We are not pressuring 
them, but we are inviting 
them" to accept, he said, 
before adding: “It would 
be fairly easy for the U.S. 
to say, ‘We are the good 
guys, and we authorize 
this impartial, independent 
institution to conduct an 
inquiry’ ... The U.S. could 
basically position itself as 
a country that promotes 
compliance with (inter¬ 
national humanitarian 
lawj.'O

JERUSALEM (AP) — Hun¬ 
dreds of soldiers fanned 
out in cities across Israel 
on Wednesday and au¬ 
thorities erected concrete 
barriers outside some Arab 
neighborhoods of east Je¬ 
rusalem in a stepped up 
effort to counter a month¬ 
long wave of Palestinian vi¬ 
olence that has seen near 
daily attacks. 

Despite the escalated se¬ 
curity, two assaults were 
reported Wednesday — 
the stabbing of a 70-year- 
old Israeli woman outside 
a crowded Jerusalem bus 
station and the attempted 
knifing of police officers 
outside the Old City. 

The enhanced measures 
came as Israel struggles to 
contain the spiraling vio¬ 
lence and Israeli Prime Min¬ 
ister Benjamin Netanyahu 
faces heavy pressure from 
hard-liners in his governing 
coalition to stamp out the 
attacks. The Palestinians 
called the new measures 
“collective punishment” 
that would only further en- 
flame tensions. 

The military's deployment 
of six companies to back up 
thousands of police marks 
the first implementation 
of steps approved by Isra¬ 
el’s security Cabinet early 
Wednesday, which also in¬ 
clude stripping attackers of 
their Jerusalem residency 
rights and demolishing as¬ 
sailants’ homes. The Cabi¬ 
net also authorized police 
to impose closures on cen¬ 
ters of friction and incite¬ 
ment in Jerusalem. 

Israel has been unable to 
stop the attacks, carried 
out mostly by young Pales¬ 
tinians apparently acting 
spontaneously with no af¬ 
filiation to or backing from 
organized militant groups. 
That, coupled with the 
frequency of the attacks, 
which have killed eight Is¬ 
raelis this month, including 
three on Tuesday, has un¬ 
nerved Israelis who fear the 
violence could deteriorate 
into another Palestinian up¬ 
rising. 

Palestinian leaders say the 
violence is the result of frus¬ 
tration and lack of hope 
for ending nearly 50 years 
of occupation and gaining 


independence. 

Israeli police said 300 sol¬ 
diers had been deployed 
in cities across Israel, joining 
a reinforced force of some 
4,000 police officers al¬ 
ready patrolling the streets 
and bus routes of Jeru¬ 
salem. On Wednesday, 
police were seen waving 
through a line of cars as 


cranes placed concrete 
blocks at the entrances 
to Arab neighborhoods 
in east Jerusalem, where 
many of the assailants are 
from. 

“I think all the decisions we 
took ... will lead eventually 
to us being able to restore 
calm,” Israeli Interior Minis¬ 
ter Silvan Shalom told Israeli 
Channel 2 TV news. 

But even with the height¬ 
ened security, more vio¬ 
lence hit Jerusalem on 
Wednesday. 

Police said the 70-year-old 
woman was wounded in a 
knife attack as she board¬ 
ed a bus outside Jerusa¬ 
lem’s central bus station. 
Forces on the scene shot 
and killed the attacker, 
who Israel's internal securi¬ 
ty service Shin Bet said was 
a 23-year-old Palestinian 
resident of Jerusalem who 
had been jailed from 2012 
until earlier this year. 

Earlier, police shot and 
killed a 19-year-old Pales¬ 
tinian from the West Bank 
city of Hebron who they 
said had attempted to 
stab police officers outside 


Jerusalem's Old City. 

Israel said that as part of 
the new measures, the 
bodies of dead Palestinian 
attackers would not be re¬ 
turned to their families for 
burial. 

Israel's Internal Security 
Minister Gilad Erdan said 
the funeral processions of 
Palestinians who killed Is¬ 


raelis often turn into "an ex¬ 
hibition of support for terror 
and incitement to murder.” 
He said Israel should not al¬ 
low them to “enjoy respect 
and ceremonies” after 
their deaths. 

The funerals are a frequent 
flashpoint for clashes and 
often include calls for re¬ 
venge. Erdan suggested 
the attackers be buried 
without fanfare in distant 
cemeteries where Palestin¬ 
ian killers have previously 
been buried. 

Besides the eight Israelis 
killed in a string of stab- 
bings, shootings and the 
stoning of a car, 31 Palestin¬ 
ians also have died — 14 of 
them identified by Israel as 
attackers and the rest killed 
in stone-throwing clashes 
with Israeli forces. 

The violence erupted a 
month ago over the Jewish 
New Year, fueled by rumors 
that Israel was plotting to 
take over Jerusalem's most 
sensitive holy site, a hilltop 
compound revered by 
Jews as the Temple Mount 
and home to the Al-Aqsa 
Mosque, Islam's third-ho- 


liest shrine and a key na¬ 
tional symbol for the Pales¬ 
tinians. 

Israel has adamantly de¬ 
nied the allegation, saying 
the violence has been driv¬ 
en by what it calls rampant 
incitement against Jews on 
social media spread by Is¬ 
lamic groups and the Pal¬ 
estinian leadership. 


In a briefing to foreign 
journalists Wednesday, Is¬ 
raeli Cabinet minister Yuval 
Steinitz showed Palestinian 
videos and animations that 
glorified the stabbings of 
Jews in the Old City of Je¬ 
rusalem and the killing of a 
Jewish settler couple in the 
West Bank in front of their 
children. 

He also quoted recent 
statements by Palestinian 
President Mahmoud Abbas 
in which he blessed “every 
drop of blood spilled for 
Allah” and asserted that 
Jews desecrated a Jeru¬ 
salem holy site with their 
“filthy feet.” 

"This is not new. It is just a 
new wave of terrorism and 
violence and this time it's 
totally clear that the main 
approach here is a religious 
approach," Steinitz said. 
"It’s all about horrible, anti- 
Jewish, racist incitement.” 
Palestinians say the vio¬ 
lence, coming at a time 
when prospects for gaining 
independence appear nil, 
is the result of years of oc¬ 
cupation and failed peace 
efforts.Q

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Biden’s Path to 201 6 Grows 
Murky Following Debate

WASHINGTON (AP) — Vice 
President Joe Biden's po¬ 
tential path to the White 
House grew murkier on 
Wednesday as Democratic 
front-runner Hillary Rodham 
Clinton emerged strength¬ 
ened from the party’s first 
debate of the 2016 race, 
while Vermont Sen. Bernie 
Sanders solidified himself as 
her chief rival. 

Hunger among some Dem¬ 
ocrats for Biden to enter the 
race has built for months 
amid concerns about low 
enthusiasm among voters 
for Clinton and questions 
about her use of a private 
email account and server. 
While Biden’s supporters 
and confidantes insisted 
he isn't taking his cues from 
Clinton, she nonetheless 
delivered a strong perfor¬ 
mance in the debate, glid¬ 
ing over potential hurdles 
while casting herself as 
the natural heir and pro¬ 
tector of President Barack 
Obama’s legacy. 

“The vice president would 
still be a formidable candi¬ 
date, but there is no ques¬ 
tion that Hillary Clinton as¬ 
suaged a lot of Democrats 
nervous about the strength 
of her candidacy,” said 


Dan Pfeiffer, a former long¬ 
time political adviser to 
President Barack Obama. 
Meanwhile, Sanders' cam¬ 
paign said Wednesday 
it raised nearly $2 million 
in the hours after the de¬ 
bate, while social media 
metrics showed he was the 
most-searched candidate 
on Google and most-dis¬ 
cussed on Facebook and 
Twitter. 

While Biden’s indecision 
had been expected to 
loom conspicuously over 
the debate stage, the vice 
president instead was a 
non-entity. 

His name didn’t come up 
once during the two-hour 
event, and he acknowl¬ 
edged Wednesday the 
party’s field of candidates 
appeared to be in good 
shape without him. 

“I was proud,” Biden said. “I 
thought every one of those 
folks last night — my own 
prejudice — I thought they 
all did well.” 

He did not respond to a 
shouted question about 
when he’ll announce his 
decision, and Clinton re¬ 
fused to comment on the 
impact Biden’s indecision 
may have on Democratic 
party chances in the gen¬ 
eral election. □

likely strength in a general 
election. 

While her strong debate 
performance may have so¬ 
lidified her standing as the 
party’s front-runner, she still 
faces tough competition 


from Vermont Sen. Bernie 
Sanders, an independent 
and self-proclaimed dem¬ 
ocratic socialist. Clinton 
aides insist the former sec¬ 
retary of state isn’t taking 
the Democratic nomina¬ 
tion for granted. 

The debate was the first for 
the Democratic hopefuls 
with nearly four months to 
go before primary voting 
begins and more than a 
year before Election Day. 
On the Republican side, bil¬ 
lionaire Donald Trump has 
surprised the political world 
with his rise to the top of the 
polls, but no clear favorite 
has emerged among a 
crowded field of contend¬ 
ers. On Tuesday, Clinton 
mostly appeared to be set¬ 
ting her sights on the Re¬ 
publican field. 

“I can take the fight to the 
Republicans, because we 


cannot afford a Repub¬ 
lican to succeed Barack 
Obama as president of the 
United States,” she said. 
She referenced Republi¬ 
cans a dozen times during 
the two-hour debate, even 
putting the party alongside 
the Iranians and National 
Rifle Association on a list of 
enemies she was proud to 
have made. 

David Plouffe, an archi¬ 
tect of Obama’s two cam¬ 
paigns, wrote on Twitter 
that Clinton looked like a 
candidate who could win 
the general election. 

To be sure, Clinton remains 
a flawed candidate. Her 
evolving policy positions 
leave her open to charges 
that she shifts with the po¬ 
litical winds. She's a Wash¬ 
ington insider in an election 
cycle where voters have 
shown more interest in out¬ 


siders. And just as the Re¬ 
publicans’ raucous first two 
debates exposed deep 
divisions and pressure on 
candidates to appease 
conservative primary voters 
without alienating the na¬ 
tional electorate, the op¬ 
position party argues that 
Clinton's shifts to the left on 
major issues would hurt her 
in the general election. 
Florida Sen. Marco Rubio 
said Wednesday that Clin¬ 
ton was locked in “a race 
to the left to see who could 
be the most radically lib¬ 
eral, the most big govern¬ 
ment." And former-Florida 
Gov. Jeb Bush cast Clin¬ 
ton as the beneficiary of a 
Democratic field that side¬ 
stepped confrontations 
over her private email use, 
a controversy that has 
dogged her campaign for 
months. □

WASHINGTON (AP) — Hillary 
Rodham Clinton and Ber¬ 
nie Sanders looked to build 
Wednesday on their strong 
Democratic presidential 
debate performances that 
appeared to narrow any 
opening for a White House 
bid by Vice President Joe 
Biden. 

Sanders, a Vermont sena¬ 
tor, has built an insurgent 
campaign that draws 
huge crowds — nearly al¬ 
ways bigger than Clinton’s 
— and boasts far more in¬ 
dividual donors than the 
former secretary of state. 
But he's still introducing 
himself to voters national¬ 
ly — a task made obvious 
Tuesday night as he had 
to explain his identity as a 
“democratic socialist.” 
Clinton, meanwhile, al¬ 
ready is widely known to 
the electorate, and she is 
working methodically not 
to repeat the mistakes of 
her 2008 campaign, when 
then-Sen. Barack Obama 
used an impressive nuts- 
and-bolts operation to 
overtake Clinton’s favored 
campaign. 

The debate was the first for 
the Democratic hopefuls 


with nearly four months to 
go before primary voting 
begins and more than a 
year before Election Day. 
On the Republican side, bil¬ 
lionaire Donald Trump has 
surprised the political world 
with his rise to the top of the 
polls, but no clear favor¬ 
ite has emerged among a 
crowded field of contend¬ 
ers. 

Clinton defended her re¬ 
cord on foreign affairs, in¬ 


cluding her 2003 vote to 
authorize the Iraq War — 
and issue that Obama suc¬ 
cessfully hammered her on 
in their 2008 primary battle. 
Clinton used the discus¬ 
sion to align herself with 
the president, who remains 
extremely popular among 
Democratic voters. 

“After the (2008) elec¬ 
tion, he asked me to be¬ 
come secretary of state,” 
she noted. “He valued my 


judgment, and I spent a 
lot of time with him in the 
Situation Room, going over 
some very difficult issues.” 
Perhaps most important for 
Clinton, she left many ob¬ 
servers wondering whether 
Biden still has an opening 
for a late entry into the 
race. 

At a White House meeting 
Wednesday, Biden said he 
was proud of all the candi¬ 
dates who took part in the

Trump told thousands of 
people at a rally at the

He says the self-described 
“democratic socialist” 
should be described as a 
“socialist-slash-communist" 
because he wants to tax 
the rich at such high rates. 
The billionaire business¬ 
man's campaign also re¬ 
leased an online ad ear¬ 
lier in the day questioning 
Sanders' strength. 

The appearance marked 
Trump's first in the state 
and his first since the de¬ 
bate between the Demo¬ 
cratic contenders Tuesday 
evening. It was interrupted 
at one point by a small 
group of rowdy protesters 
who were escorted out of 
the venue. □

David Axelrod, an un¬ 
aligned Democratic strat¬ 
egist who helped master¬ 
mind Obama's 2008 cam¬ 
paign, said on Wednesday 
Clinton emerged stronger

Sanders, he said, appears 
to be running to pull the 
party leftward. 

The senator delivered one 
of the most memorable 
moments when he de¬ 
cried the focus on Clin¬ 
ton’s use of a private email 
server while serving as sec¬ 
retary of state. The contro¬ 
versy had raised security 
questions that Republicans 
have seized on. 

Sanders he made clear 
that he wasn't necessar¬ 
ily defending Clinton but 
bemoaned the atten¬ 
tion the controversy takes 
away from other matters, 
particularly his focus on an 
uneven economy tilted to 
those already at the top. 

“I think the American peo¬ 
ple want substantive de¬ 
bate on the issues affect¬ 
ing their families," he fold 
CNN late Tuesday after 
the debate, during which 
he outlined his pitch for 
universal health care, free 
college tuition and paid 
family leave, ideas he said 
he'd pay for with tax hikes 
on wealthy Americans. 
Both Clinton and Sanders 
camps declared the de¬ 
bate a success. 

Sanders’ campaign says 
that he raised more than 
$1.3 million since the start of 
the debate and that social 
media measures showed 
Sanders led Google 
searches and some Twit¬ 
ter metrics during and after 
the debate. 

Three other candidates, 
former Maryland Gov.

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Police: Brothers were beaten in church to make them confess

NEW HARTFORD, New York 
(AP) — Two teenage broth¬ 
ers were brutally beaten in 
church — one of them fa¬ 
tally — in an effort by their 
parents, sister and other 
members of the congre¬ 
gation to force them to 
confess their sins and seek 
forgiveness, police said 
Wednesday. 

Police Chief Michael Inser- 
ra said investigators are still 
looking into what the sup¬ 
posed sins were. 

Lucas and Christopher 
Leonard, 19 and 17, were 
pounded with fists Sunday 
at the Word of Life Church 
when a “counseling ses¬ 
sion” meant to explore 
their spiritual state turned 
violent, Inserra said. They 
were beaten in the abdo¬ 
men, genitals, back and 
thighs, authorities said. 
Lucas died and his brother 
was hospitalized in serious 
condition. Six church mem¬ 
bers — including the broth¬ 
ers’ parents and sister — 
have been arrested. 

“Both brothers were sub¬ 
jected to physical punish¬ 
ment over the course of 
several hours, in hopes that 
each would confess to pri¬ 
or sins and ask for forgive¬ 


ness,” Inserra said. 

The parents, Bruce and 
Deborah Leonard, were 
charged with manslaugh¬ 
ter in Lucas’ death. Four 
other adults were charged 
with assault in the younger 
brother's beating, includ¬ 
ing Sarah Ferguson, 33, 
the victims' sister. All have 
pleaded not guilty. 

Lawyers for the parents 
and the sister had no com¬ 
ment. Contact information 
for the other defendants' 
attorneys wasn’t immedi¬ 
ately available. 

The church is a former el¬ 
ementary school where a 
Christian congregation has 
worshipped for as many as 
30 years. 

Neighbors in the once- 
thriving mill town of 22,000 
people about 50 miles east 
of Syracuse said the con¬ 
gregation's secretive ways 
made them suspicious. 

“I'm really afraid. In my 
heart I don’t think this is 
the first incident,” said 
Eva Monaghan, who lives 
around the corner from the 
church. “Over all the years, 
I can't imagine this is the 
first thing. Maybe nothing 
as bad. Around town, it’s 
considered a cult.” 

Police said more arrests are 
expected as the investiga- 


Customs agents: Traveler hid 
cocaine in oil, vinegar bottles 


NEW YORK (AP) — Law en¬ 
forcement officials say a 
passenger arriving at New 
York’s Kennedy Airport had 
11 pounds of liquid co¬ 
caine packed info oil and 
vinegar bottles. 

U.S. Customs and Border 
Protection says the co¬ 
caine was found Oct. 5 
when Andres Josue Leal 
Valle arrived with three suit¬ 
cases and a carry-on bag. 
Agents say they opened 
bottles of oil and vinegar 
in Leal Valle’s luggage 


and detected an unusual 
chemical odor. 

Customs officials say the 
liquid in six bottles tested 
positive for cocaine. They 
say the total weight of the 
cocaine was 11 pounds 
and the street value was 
$194,000. The case is under 
investigation by the De¬ 
partment of Homeland Se¬ 
curity.No information on an 
attorney for Leal Valle was 
immediafely available. 

Leal Valle is a citizen of 
Guatemala. □

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Texas executes inmate for Dallas police officer’s 2001 death

HUNTSVILLE, Texas (AP) — 

A Texas man already be¬ 
ing sought for a neighbor’s 
slaying when he killed a 
Dallas police officer out¬ 
side a club was executed 
Wednesday. 

Licho Escamilla was put to 
death for the November 
2001 death of Christopher 
Kevin James who was try¬ 
ing to break up a brawl 
involving Escamilla. The 
33-year-old prisoner was 
pronounced dead at 6:31 
p.m. CDT (2331 GMT) — 18 
minutes after the lethal in¬ 
jection began. 

Escamilla became the 24th 
convicted killer execut¬ 
ed this year in the United 
States. Texas has account¬ 
ed for 12 of the executions. 
Before dying, Escamilla 
looked at the slain officer’s 
daughter, who was seated 
a few feet away watch¬ 
ing through a window, and 
told her: “God bless your 
heart.” He turned to his 
relatives watching through 
another window and said 
he loved them and every¬ 
one who supported him.

“Pope Francis, God’s chil¬ 
dren has asked the state of 
Texas to switch my death 
sentence to life in prison,” 
he said. “But the state of 
Texas has refused to listen 
to God’s children. 

“They will have to take that 
up with God,” he added. 
He took two breaths as 
the sedative pentobarbi¬ 
tal took effect, then be¬ 
came still. His sister cried 
and screamed for God not 
to take him. The rumbling 
of motorcycles could be 
heard outside the prison 
where bikers supporting the 
punishment had gathered. 
The U.S. Supreme Court re¬ 
fused to review his case last 
week and no additional 
appeals were filed as his 
execution neared. The Tex¬ 
as Board of Pardons and 
Paroles on Monday decid¬ 
ed against a reprieve and 
clemency. 

James and three other uni¬ 
formed officers were work¬ 
ing off-duty when the brawl 
started. Escamilla pulled 
out a gun and opened fire 
on the officers as they tried 
to end the fight. 

The bullets from his 9 mm 


semi-automatic handgun 
struck James twice, knock¬ 
ing him to the ground. Es¬ 
camilla then calmly walked 
up to the officer and fired 
three more shots into the 
back of his head before 
running and exchanging 
shots with other officers, 
witnesses said. A second 
officer wounded in the 
shootout survived. 

A wounded Escamilla was 
arrested as he tried to car- 
jack a truck. 

About a half-dozen Dallas 
police officers stood at at¬ 
tention and saluted as rela¬ 
tives of the slain officer en¬ 
tered the prison in Huntsville 
ahead of the execution. 
“It’s taken longer than we 
would have liked,” Freder¬ 
ick Frazier, first vice presi¬ 
dent of the Dallas Police 
Association, said. 

He said he and others 
showed up to support 
James and make sure he's 
remembered for the work 
he did. While officers know 
they're risking their lives ev¬ 
ery day, James’ death has 
been difficult for them be¬ 
cause of how it happened, 
Frazier added. □ 


3 charged with killing tourist, yoga teacher appear in court 


SAN RAFAEL, California 
(AP) — Three transients 
appeared briefly in court 
Wednesday for the first time 
since they were charged 
with killing and robbing a 
Canadian backpacker 
and a yoga instructor days 
apart in California. 

Morrison Haze Lampley, 

23, Sean Michael Angold, 

24, and Lila Scott Alligood, 
18, did not enter pleas 
Wednesday in Marin Coun¬ 
ty Superior Court but ap¬ 
peared with new buzz cuts 
after having their hair cut 
in jail. Alligood and Angold 
had both sported long hair 
when they were arrested 


last week. 

Lampley, accused of pull¬ 
ing the trigger of a stolen 
gun in both killings, yawned 
frequently as the trio was 
assigned court-appointed 
attorneys. They were or¬ 
dered to return to court 
Oct. 26. All three could 
be sentenced to death if 
convicted, but Marin Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Edward Ber- 
berian said he will decide 
later whether to pursue the 
death penalty. Public de¬ 
fender David Brown, who 
represents Lampley, de¬ 
clined to comment about 
the case Wednesday morn¬ 
ing to The Associated Press, 


saying he needs time to re¬ 
view the evidence. Angold 
and Alligood are still wait¬ 
ing to be assigned lawyers 
qualified to handle possible 
death penalty cases. 

The three are charged with 
shooting backpacker Au¬ 
drey Carey, 23, in the head 
and stealing her camping 
gear, passport and airline 
tickets. Her body was found 
Oct. 3 in San Francisco’s 
Golden Gate Park, where 
officials believed she had 
camped during a three- 
day music festival. Carey 
lived in Quebec and had 
just started a backpack¬ 
ing trek in the United States 


and Europe. They also are 
accused of killing Steve 
Carter, 67, while he walked 
his dog along a popular 
hiking trail in Marin Coun¬ 
ty, 20 miles (32 kilometers) 
north of the city. Carter was 
shot multiple times, and his 
body was discovered on 
Oct. 5, investigators say. 
Followers credited Carter 
with improving their roman¬ 
tic relationships by teach¬ 
ing tantra, a philosophy of 
meditation, yoga and sex¬ 
uality famously embraced 
by rock star Sting. 

His Doberman Pinscher also 
was shot but is expected 
to survive. The three are 


charged with animal cru¬ 
elty. The suspects have 
“no fixed address,” Marin 
County sheriff’s Lt. Doug 
Pittman said. They were ar¬ 
rested outside a Portland, 
Oregon, soup kitchen last 
week. They were found 
with the stolen gun. Cart¬ 
er's Volkswagen station 
wagon and items belong¬ 
ing to Carey, according to 
investigators and a criminal 
complaint. 

The complaint also charges 
Lampley with being a felon 
in possession of a gun.

Two 
banks said economic ac¬ 
tivity increased while the 
Kansas City Fed said the 
economy slowed slightly. 
The Fed's report echoes 
other recent data that 
suggests the U.S. econo¬ 
my, while still expanding, 
has run into headwinds 
from overseas and lost 
some momentum. Most 
analysts forecast that 
growth will fall sharply in 
the July-September quar¬ 
ter to an annual pace of 
about 1.5 percent from 
3.9 percent in April-June. 
The report, known as the 
beige book, will be used 
by Fed policymakers as 
a basis for discussing the 
economy's health when 
they meet next on Oct. 27- 
28. The beige book is re¬ 
leased eight times a year 
and consists of anecdotal 
reports from businesses in 
each of the 12 districts. 
Fed Chair Janet Yellen 
has said the Fed may raise 
short-term interest rates 
before the end of the 
year should the economy 
continue to expand.

Netflix adds 3.62M subscribers 
in 3Q, but growth lagging in US

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — Binging on Netflix may be 
losing some of its appeal in the U.S., even as the ad¬ 
diction rapidly spreads to other parts of the world. 
The Internet video service added 3.62 million sub¬ 
scribers during the three months ended September, 
it announced Wednesday as part of its third-quarter 
earnings. That’s slightly more than the company had 
predicted. 

But Netflix didn’t gain as many U.S. subscribers dur¬ 
ing the latest quarter as management anticipated, 
a shortfall that it blamed on an unusually large num¬ 
ber of accounts cancelled because the company 
couldn’t charge their credit cards. The company be¬ 
lieves the trouble is tied to a large number of new 
credit-card account numbers banks are issuing as 
they adopt card technology based on computer 
chips instead of magnetic stripes. 

In the third quarter, Netflix gained just 880,000 sub¬ 
scribers in the U.S., below the 1.15 million customers 
that the company had predicted. It was also fewer 
than the 980,000 U.S. subscribers that the service add¬ 
ed this time last year. Netflix has picked up 16 million 
more subscribers during the past year alone, leaving 
the service with 69 million worldwide customers as of 
September. 

Disappointing growth in the U.S. appeared to raise 
fears that Netflix may be having trouble attracting 
more subscribers in its biggest market. It’s facing 
tougher Internet-video competition from Amazon, 
com, Hulu and an online-only application from pay- 
TV provider HBO. 

“We’re all racing to fulfill consumer desires,” Netflix 
CEO Reed Hastings wrote in a letter accompanying 
the third-quarter results. 

Netflix's stock shed $8.23, or 7.5 percent, to $102 in 
extended trading after the numbers came out. Even 
with that drop, the shares have still more than dou¬ 
bled so far this year. 

Nearly two-thirds of Netflix’s subscribers, 43 million ac¬ 
counts, are located in the U.S. But the streaming ser¬ 
vice is turning into a global phenomenon; Netflix is 
pushing to offer its service in 200 countries by the end 
of next year. 

Netflix is currently available in about 80 nations, 
meaning it will have to launch its service in an aver¬ 
age of about eight more countries each month to 
meet its deadline. The service will start streaming in 
Spain, Italy and Portugal before the end of this year 
and then go into South Korea, Hong Kong, Taiwan 
and Singapore early next year. 

Many of the countries located in Asia and Africa are 
likely to be more challenging to navigate than the 
mostly European and Latin American countries that 
Netflix has already entered. 

The Los Gatos, California, company currently has 26 
million subscribers outside the U.S., a 64 percent in¬ 
crease from the same time last year when it was in 
fewer countries. 

The international push is costing Netflix hundreds of 
millions of dollars, although the company has re¬ 
mained profitable. Netflix earned $29.4 million in its 
latest quarter, a 50 percent drop from the same time 
last year. The company expects to bring even next 
year. 

Netflix’s profit margins are also being squeezed as it 
pours more money into original programming such as 
the “Orange Is The New Black,” which can only been 
seen on its service initially .□ 
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Iran sends fighters to Syria, escalating its involvement

BEIRUT (AP) — Hundreds 
of Iranian troops are be¬ 
ing deployed in northern 
and central Syria, dramati¬ 
cally escalating Tehran’s 
involvement in the civil war 
as they join allied Hezbol¬ 
lah fighters in an ambitious 
offensive to wrest key ar¬ 
eas from rebels amid Rus¬ 
sian airstrikes. 

Their arrival, a regional of¬ 
ficial and Syrian activists 
said Wednesday, highlights 
the far-reaching goals of 
Russia’s military involve¬ 
ment in Syria. It suggests 
that, for now, taking on 
Islamic State extremists in 
eastern Syria seems a sec¬ 
ondary priority to propping 
up President Bashar Assad. 
The development is almost 
certain to increase pres¬ 
sure on Western-backed 
rebels, who are battling 
multiple foes, and push 
more civilians out of the ar¬ 
eas of fighting, potentially 
creating a fresh wave of 
refugees. 

Russia began its air cam¬ 
paign Sept. 30, and Syrian 
troops and allied militia¬ 
men launched a ground 
offensive against rebels in 
central Syria a week later. 
Russia says its airstrikes are 
meant to weaken the Is¬ 
lamic State group and 
other “terrorists” in Syria, 


but Western officials and 
Syrian rebels say most of 
the strikes have focused on 
central and northern Syria, 
where the extremist group 
does not have a strong 
presence. 

The official, who has deep 
knowledge of operational 
details in Syria, said the Ira¬ 
nian Revolutionary Guards 
— currently numbering 
around 1,500 — began 
arriving about two weeks 
ago, after the Russian air¬ 
strikes began, and have 
accelerated recently. The 
Iranian-backed group Hez¬ 
bollah has also sent a fresh 
wave of fighters to Syria, he 
told The Associated Press. 
Iranian and Syrian officials 
have long acknowledged 
Iran has advisers and mili¬ 
tary experts in Syria, but 
denied there were any 
ground troops. Wednes¬ 
day’s statements were the 
first confirmation of Iranian 
fighters taking part in com¬ 
bat operations in Syria. 

The main goal is to secure 
the strategic Hama-Alep- 
po highway and seize the 
key rebel-held town of Jisr 
al-Shughour in Idlib prov¬ 
ince, which Assad’s forces 
lost in April to insurgents 
that included al-Qaida's 
Nusra Front. 

The loss of Jisr al-Shughour, 
followed by the fall of the 
entire province, was a re¬ 
sounding defeat for Assad, 


opening the way for reb¬ 
els to threaten his Alawite 
heartland in the coastal 
province of Latakia. The 
official suggested the Syr¬ 


ian army’s alarmingly tena¬ 
cious position around that 
time is what persuaded 
the Russians to join the fray 
and begin airstrikes two 
weeks ago. 

The Syrian government and 
Iran had been asking Rus¬ 
sia to intervene for a year, 
the official said, speaking 


on condition of anonymity 
because he was not au¬ 
thorized to discuss military 
affairs. He said the Russian 
“tsunami wave” has given 


allies such as Iran the cover 
to operate more freely in 
Syria.

weapons and ammunition 
to the main Kurdish militia 
fighting the Islamic State 
group in that area. The of¬ 
ficial, Mustafa Bali, said he 
did not know whether the

The 
U.S. military did not confirm 
the delivery of weapons or 
ammunition to Syrian Kurds 
in the last week. 

“No one can guarantee

He has said that the main 
focus of the investigation 
into the blasts is the Is¬ 
lamic State group. He said 
Wednesday that the PKK 
were also under suspicion. 
“As the investigation 
deepens, and based es¬ 
pecially on certain re¬ 
sults we have obtained 
through Twitter accounts 
and IP addresses, we can 
see that both Daesh (IS) 
and the PKK are groups 
that are likely to have 
played an active role," 
Davutoglu said. 

Analysts, however, ex¬

EU expects Britain 
to come up with 
reform plans fast

BRUSSELS (AP) — Europe¬ 
an Union leaders say they 
are increasingly frustrated 
that British Prime Minister 
David Cameron has not 
made concrete propos¬ 
als on reform of the bloc 
despite all Britain's talk 
of possibly leaving un¬ 
less there is fundamental 
change. 

On the eve of a summit 
of EU leaders where the is¬ 
sue is expected to be only 
lightly touched upon, EU- 
Commission President 
Jean-Claude Juncker 
told the EU Parliament 
Wednesday that “I can’t 
say that huge progress 
has been achieved.” 
Juncker insisted he 
wants Britain to remain 
in the EU but added that 
“to tango, it takes two. So 
we have to dance, and 
our British friends have to 
dance." 

Cameron set out in May to 
change the way the EU is 
run and wants to cut the 
EU's political powers over 
member states. He plans 
to hold a national vote 
before fhe end of 2017 
on whether Britain should 
leave theEU — a possibil¬ 
ity that has come to be 
known as a Brexit. 

Ahead of Thursday’s sum¬ 
mit, Cameron and Junck¬ 
er will have lunch together 
as part of a grand tour by 
the British leader to Euro¬ 
pean capitals to feel out 
what reforms could be puf 
on fhe table. 

The EU institutions and sev¬ 
eral member states want 
to forge ahead and are 
eagerly awaifing for Brit¬ 
ain comes up with its de¬ 
mands, so it is clear to ev¬ 
eryone where any reform 
should be, said one dip¬ 
lomat from an EUnation, 
who spoke on condition 
of anonymity because 
talks were set for Thursday. 
Britain wants to touch on 
fundamental social and 
financial legislation and 
agreements between 
member states and make 
sure nations regain more 
autonomous decision¬ 
making at the expense 
of EU institutions. □

Pacific security at Austra¬ 
lia's University of Sydney. 
“Bilateral relations have re¬ 
ally been strained to some 
extent because of North 
Korean provocations.”

Turkey detains 2 for tweets in connection to blasts 
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Dominican, Haiti leaders vow to work toward easing disputes 


SANTO DOMINGO, Do¬ 
minican Republic (AP) — 

The leaders of Haiti and 
the Dominican Republic 
pledged Tuesday to work 
toward “better harmoni¬ 
zation” regarding a thorny 
citizenship dispute and 
ease a trade squabble be¬ 
tween the two neighbors. 


After a roughly five-hour 
meeting at the airport in 
the south coast city of 
Barahona this week, Do¬ 
minican President Danilo 
Medina's administration 
agreed to talk to Haiti’s 
government about po¬ 
tentially coordinating the 
return of Haitian migrants 


who do not have legal res¬ 
idency. 

Relations between the 
neighbors have grown in¬ 
creasingly strained since 
a Dominican court ruled in 
2013 that children born in 
the country to non-citizens 
did not qualify for auto¬ 
matic citizenship because 


their migrant parents were 
"in transit.” The vast major¬ 
ity of those affected have 
been Haitians. 

Haiti has said the actions 
by Dominican officials, in¬ 
cluding patrols to detain 
and deport migrants with¬ 
out documents to prove 
they are legally living in 


the Dominican Republic, 
was creating a humanitar¬ 
ian crisis. 

In a joint statement, the 
governments of Medina 
and Haitian President Mi¬ 
chel Martelly also vowed 
Tuesday to create a com¬ 
mittee to seek solutions to 
a trade dispute.Q 


Mystery shrouds missionary slaying, child abduction in Haiti

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti 
(AP) — No ransom de¬ 
mand has been received 
since gunmen snatched 
a 4-year-old boy over the 
weekend and killed the 
American missionary who 
had raised him since he 
was a severely malnour¬ 
ished infant, church offi¬ 
cials said Wednesday. 
Longtime Haiti-based mis¬ 
sionary Roberta Edwards 
was fatally shot by two at¬ 
tackers who cut off her car 
on a rutted, dirt road late 
Saturday near the foster 
care home and food-dis¬ 
tribution site she has run 
on the outskirts of Port- 
au-Prince since 2002. She 
was returning from a gas 
station with three of her 
young charges. 

The Estes Church of Christ 
in Henderson, Tennessee, 
which sponsored Edwards’ 
work at the Sonlight Chil¬ 
dren’s Home, said her two 
teenage passengers man¬ 
aged to escape after she 


told them to run for their 
lives. 

Edwards was shot multiple 
times at the wheel of her 
car, and the gunmen then 
grabbed terrified young¬ 
ster Jonathan “JoJo” Paul 
and sped off in a vehicle 
with tinted windows, fellow 
missionaries said. 

“Hearts are breaking for 
him. And we certainly 
hope that whoever took 
him, wherever he is, who¬ 
ever has him, will return him 
as soon as possible,” said 
Larry Waymire, a longtime 
colleague and friend of 
the 55-year-old Edwards. 
Police have given only 
the broadest outline of 
the case and no details of 
the investigation. The mo¬ 
tive behind the killing and 
apparent kidnapping re¬ 
mains unclear. 

Harold Pirtle, a church el¬ 
der who traveled from 
Tennessee to comfort the 
children at the home run 
by Edwards in Croix-des- 
Bouquets, said she was 
well aware of the dangers 


in Haiti. She had lived in 
the impoverished country 
for two decades, initially 
moving here with her Hai¬ 
tian husband. The mar¬ 
riage didn’t last. 

During a trip back to Ten¬ 
nessee a couple of months 
ago, Edwards told church 
elders that she had con¬ 
sidered leaving Haiti, say¬ 
ing she had been feel¬ 


ing “tired” and “scared,” 
Pirtle said. But she never 
mentioned receiving any 
threats or provided any 
specific reasons she felt 
frightened, he said. 

"You can imagine being 
here and doing this work 
— she’d been doing it for 
20 years. And so she had 
considered leaving the 
work, but then she said: ‘I 


can’t leave the kids,”’ Pir¬ 
tle said. 

Waymire said the abduct¬ 
ed boy came to the chil¬ 
dren’s home when he was 
9 months old. He was just 
“skin and bones” at the 
time, and being raised in 
northeastern Haiti by his 
blind grandmother, who 
apparently asked a local 
preacher to find decent 
care for him. His mother 
was dead. 

Recently taken photo¬ 
graphs show a healthy- 
looking child with bright 
eyes and a ready smile. 
Waymire said Jonathan, 
the second youngest resi¬ 
dent at the foster home, 
rarely left Edwards’ side. 
One of the photos shows 
him resting in her lap. 

The killing stunned resi¬ 
dents along the area’s 
narrow dirt roads. Hun¬ 
dreds of people, some 
weeping, gathered out¬ 
side the gates of the chil¬ 
dren’s home and abutting 
nutrition center the morn¬ 
ing after Edwards’ killingO 


Prosecutors allege bad driver bribes at Puerto Rico DMV 


SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico 
(AP) — Puerto Rico's 
Justice Department an¬ 
nounced Wednesday that 
it charged 38 people in a 
scheme that let people 
pay bribes to get licenses 
or evade fines. 

Most of the suspects are 
government employees 


accused of accepting 
money to eliminate traf¬ 
fic tickets, alter categories 
on driver’s licenses and 
award licenses to people 
who skipped required 
tests, according to Justice 
Secretary Cesar Miranda. 
“This type of reproachable 
behavior not only diverted 


money from government 
funds, but it also puts 
people’s safety at risk,” he 
said. 

Among those charged 
are a state police officer, 
three employees with the 
island’s Treasury Depart¬ 
ment and nine civilians. 
The other suspects are em¬ 


ployees with the Depart¬ 
ment of Motor Vehicles. 
Miranda said some DMV 
employees are accused 
of improperly awarding 
licenses that allow driving 
all types of commercial 
trucks. 

Officials said the charges 
cover acts that began 


more than a year ago at 
seven DMV centers across 
the island. Authorities 
said some of the suspects 
would approach people 
in line at DMV centers with 
promises of erasing their 
fines or awarding them li¬ 
censes in exchange for a 
fee.Q 
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Narco planes, millions in payloads, fly past Peru military

MAZAMARI, Peru (AP) — 

Small planes are hauling 
more than a ton of co¬ 
caine a day out of remote 
jungles that have become 
the world's No. 1 coca-pro¬ 
ducing region and Peru's 
military has turned a blind 
eye, an Associated Press in¬ 
vestigation has found. 

Drug corruption is rife across 
Peruvian institutions. 

But the narco-flight plague 
exposes the armed forces’ 
drug-war failure because 
the military controls the 
valley, from which Bolivia- 
bound flights stepped up 
in tempo in the past few 
years, according to prose¬ 
cutors, drug police, former 
military officers and cur¬ 
rent and former U.S. drug 
agents. 

In part because of the near¬ 
ly unimpeded “air bridge” 
from the Apurimac, Ene 
and Mantaro river valley, 
Peru surpassed Colombia 
in 2012 as the world’s No. 
1 cocaine exporter. Police 
say the airborne flow ac¬ 
counts for roughly half of 
its production, with each 
planeload worth at least 
$7.2 million overseas. 

The trafficking got so bra¬ 
zen that congress voted 
unanimously in August to 
authorize shooting down 
the single-engine planes. 
But the government 
scrapped plans to buy the 


required state-of-the-art ra¬ 
dar, a $71 million expendi¬ 
ture it announced last No¬ 
vember, and President Ol¬ 
lanta Humala has just eight 
months left in office and an 
approval rating below 15 
percent. 

The “narco planes” have 
touched down just minutes 
by air from military bases in 
the nearly road-less region 
known by its Spanish acro¬ 
nym as the VRAEM. 

About four times a day, 
they drop onto dirt airstrips, 
deliver cash and pick up 


more than 300 kilograms 
(660 pounds) of partially re¬ 
fined cocaine, police say. 
The AP obtained video of 
two such transactions tak¬ 
en by drug police who said 
they were too outgunned 
by assault rifle-wielding sen¬ 
tinels to intervene. 

Wilson Barrantes, a retired 
army general who has long 
complained about military 
drug corruption, said giving 
the armed forces control 
of the cocaine-producing 
valley is “like putting four 
street dogs to guard a 


plate of beefsteak." 

One accused narco-pilot 
interviewed by the AP said 
some local military com¬ 
manders charge $10,000 
per flight to let cocaine 
commerce go unhindered. 
The AP renewed requests 
Wednesday to discuss the 
accusations with Peru’s 
defense minister and joint 
armed forces command. 
It also contacted the presi¬ 
dent’s office. None imme¬ 
diately responded. 

The board chairman of the 
anti-corruption nonprofit 


group Transparency Inter¬ 
national, Jose Ugaz, said 
he hoped AP’s investiga¬ 
tion would spur debate in 
the presidential campaign. 
Sadly, the Peruvian lawyer 
said, military drug corrup¬ 
tion is an open secret in the 
country. 

“It's been going on for 
some time but unfortunate¬ 
ly no one has done any¬ 
thing.” 

Deputy Defense Minister 
Ivan Vega, who runs coun¬ 
terinsurgency efforts in the 
region, told the AP that he 
knew of no military officials 
under investigation. 
“Corruption exists, but we 
are always looking out for 
it,” he said. 

“If we know of anyone in¬ 
volved, we'll throw the 
book at them.” 

Humala, a former army lieu¬ 
tenant colonel, said on tak¬ 
ing office in 2011 that com¬ 
batting illicit drugs was a 
priority. His government has 
destroyed record amounts 
of coca leaf. 

But that's not enough, says 
Sonia Medina, the public 
prosecutor for illicit drugs. 
Trafficking and related cor¬ 
ruption in the police, mili¬ 
tary, courts and criminal 
justice system have gone 
“from bad to worse” on 
Humala’s watch, she said. 
“What we are doing in 
counter-narcotics is com¬ 
pletely distorted, incoher¬ 
ent and inert. 


Honduras seizes businesses of prominent family accused in US

TEGUCIGALPA, Hondu¬ 
ras (AP) — The Honduran 
government on Wednes¬ 
day seized 19 businesses 
belonging to Grupo Con¬ 
tinental and five homes of 
company vice president 
Jaime Rosenthal and two 
other relatives accused by 
the United States of money 
laundering. 

The government said in a 
statement that it wants to 
prevent the transfer of as¬ 
sets during the investiga¬ 
tion. 

Hundreds of police, sol¬ 
diers, judges and prosecu¬ 
tors participated in the 
actions in five provinces 
across Honduras. 

On Oct. 7, the U.S. Treasury

U.S. pros¬ 
ecutors accuse them of 
laundering money for Cen¬ 


tral American drug traffick¬ 
ers. The Rosenthals have 
denied the allegations. 
Yankel Rosenthal was ar¬ 
rested in Miami and this 
week agreed to be trans¬ 
ferred to New York where 
the indictment was issued. 
The government is also forc¬ 
ing the liquidation of the 
family’s Banco Continen¬ 
tal. On Wednesday, furi¬ 
ous clients demanded their 
savings and blocked some 
streets.“I’m outraged,” said 
Joaquin Velasquez, a civil 
engineer. “Everything I’ve 
made professionally is in 
this bank ... I don't know 
what to do.” 

He did not know when he 
would receive his savings, 
who would give them to 
him, whether they would 


come via electronic trans¬ 
fer or check or whether 
they would arrive in one 
lump sum or various pay¬ 
ments. 

Evasico Asencio, who the 
government put in charge 
of liquidating the bank with 
some 220,000 clients, said, 
“All of the funds are guar¬ 
anteed and everyone will 
be paid everything.” 

Ethel Deras, president of 
the National Banking and 
Insurance Commission, said 
the return of customers’ 
deposits would be done 
alphabetically and each 
would be able to withdraw 
up to $9,600 from four other 
banks. 

The returns would begin this 
week with the smallest de¬ 
positors, she said.Q

Lamar Odom’s 
spiral leaves ex- 
NBA star fighting 
for his life

LAS VEGAS (AP) — Lamar 
Odom didn’t last long at 
the glittering intersection 
of championship success 
and Hollywood celebrity. 
Cut loose by his beloved 
Los Angeles Lakers, fol¬ 
lowed everywhere by re¬ 
ality television crews, the 
humble kid from Queens 
who married into the Kar¬ 
dashian clan saw his life 
spiral out of control, and so 
did everyone else. 

Khloe Kardashian tried to 
hide his addictions, then 
told the world she couldn’t 
save him. The two-time 
NBA champion landed on 
Skid Row, a regular tabloid 
target. 

Then he seemed to drop 
out altogether before he 
was found unresponsive in 
a brothel and hospitalized, 
bringing his estranged wife, 
his former teammates and 
the world’s attention back 
to his side Wednesday.

NAPA, California (AP) — 

Rory Mcllroy is starting a 
new season on the PGA 
Tour before finishing his oth¬ 
er season on the European 
Tour. 

Such is the world of a golfer 
who travels all over it. 

A recent study conducted 
by one of Mcllroy’s spon¬ 
sors revealed that over the 
last 12 months, he has spent 
350 hours in the air, 287 
nights in a hotel and was in 
118 airports. And that’s just 
the travel. He also walked 
932 miles on golf courses. 
“That's the sort of travel 
that you have to do to be a 
worldwide player,” Mcllroy 
said Wednesday. “It’s crazy 
numbers. I definitely see a 
day where those numbers 
are going to drop. No way 
I could sustain that for the 
rest of my career. Whenev¬ 
er that day is I'm not sure, 
but for now, that's the life I 
live. 

“I’m enjoying it, so I'll do it 
for a while." 

Mcllroy is the star attrac¬ 
tion at the Frys.com Open, 
which starts Thursday at 
Silverado to kick off a new 
season on the PGA Tour. 
And to think it has been 
all of 17 days since Jordan 
Spieth ended the previous 
season as the FedEx Cup 
champion. 

Mcllroy is at Silverado be¬ 
cause he was among eight 


players who took part in an 
exhibition event in Turkey 
three years ago that was 
held the same week as this 
stop on the PGA Tour. They 
agreed to play the Frys, 
com Open once over the 
next three years. 

Justin Rose, Chari Schwartz- 
el and Webb Simpson also 
are at Silverado, and Tiger 
Woods was supposed to 
join them until he recently 
had a second back sur¬ 
gery. The other three - Lee 
Westwood, Matt Kuchar 
and Hunter Mahan - played 
last year. Mahan is the only 
one who returned. 

It only adds to Mcllroy’s 
busy end of the year, no 
matter the tour or the sea¬ 
son. 

After a week off, he is 
headed to Turkey, Shang¬ 
hai and Dubai to finish off 


the Race to Dubai that he 
currently leads on the Euro¬ 
pean Tour. 

“I feel like I’m in the middle 
of a nice little run to the end 
of the year,” Mcllroy said. “I 
guess for a lot of guys, even 
the guys that played a full 
PGA Tour schedule last sea¬ 
son and then played the 
Presidents Cup and they’re 
coming here, it's a lot of 
golf. But as I said, I haven't 
played as much as those 
guys, so I’m happy to be 
playing and happy to play 
quite a bit until the end of 
the year.” 

In some respects, Mcllroy 
started another “new” sea¬ 
son in August. 

He injured his ankle playing 
football the first weekend in 
July and wound up missing 
two months, including his 
British Open title defense 


at St. Andrew, before re¬ 
turning at the PGA Cham¬ 
pionship. He has tried to 
pace himself since then to 
make sure the ankle is fully 
healed. 

“I guess coming back at 
the PGA for me was a start 
of a new season, anyway, 
so it’s been like two mini¬ 
seasons a little bit,” he said. 
This is the third straight year 
of the tour’s wraparound 
season - October to Sep¬ 
tember - and the Frys.com 
Open has managed to at¬ 
tract a stronger field each 
year. It helps having Mcll¬ 
roy and Rose at Silverado, 
though the field includes 
players who were not part 
of the Turkey deal. Hideki 
Matsuyama, Chris Kirk and 
Steven Bowditch came 
straight over from the Presi¬ 
dents Cup. Bowditch de¬ 
scribed his offseason as a 
“ 10-hour flight from Korea." 
Kirk could barely make it 
from the practice range to 
the tee box without players 
stopping to congratulate 
him for his 15-foot birdie 
putt that was the most sig¬ 
nificant in another U.S. vic¬ 
tory in the Presidents. It felt 
as if he had just won a tour¬ 
nament. 

It's easy for Mcllroy to feel 
as though it has been a 
long time since he won, 
though the year hasn’t 
been a total loss. He has 
three victories - the Dubai 
Desert Classic, Match Play 


Championship and Wells 
Fargo Championship - and 
still was No. 1 in the world 
until three weeks ago. 

Not winning the three ma¬ 
jors he played made it feel 
like a lost year, though Mc¬ 
llroy isn’t looking back. 

“I’m focused on going for¬ 
ward and trying to finish this 
season well,” Mcllroy said. 
“I want to try and win the 
Race to Dubai over in Eu¬ 
rope. I’m still leading that. 
I have three tournaments 
left to try and clinch that." 
He also has the best 
chance to end the year 
where he started - at No. 1 
in the world. 

Spieth is now at the top 
after his win at the Tour 
Championship three weeks 
ago, though it's so close 
that Jason Day will return 
to No. 1 next week. Mcllroy 
has more tournaments left, 
including three strong fields 
in Asia. 

Spieth and Day have in¬ 
spired Mcllroy more than 
they have motivated him. 
“I’m ready to get back 
into play and to compete 
again,” he said. “Since I’ve 
come back from the injury 
I’ve had a couple good fin¬ 
ishes, but not really been in 
contention. So I want to get 
back in contention, have 
chances to win golf tour¬ 
naments. That's really my 
focus until the end of the 
year. I’ve four opportunities 
to do that.”Q 


Eugenie Bouchard suing USTA over slip-fall at U.S. Open

leges the sport's national

during the U.S. Open. 
Bouchard, who was a run¬ 
ner-up at Wimbledon last 
year, has suffered severe 
pain and economic loss af¬ 
ter the Sept. 4 incident, she 
said in the federal lawsuit 
filed in U.S. District Court in 
Brooklyn that seeks unspec¬ 
ified monetary damages. 

The 21-year-old Boucha¬ 
rd had just won a match 
against Dominika Cibulko- 
va when she returned to 
the locker room at the Bil¬ 
lie Jean King National Ten¬ 
nis Center in Queens shortly 
after 10 p.m. Minutes later, 
she slipped and fell on the 
tile floor of a physiothera¬ 
py room that is inside the 
locker room, slamming her 


head against the ground. 
The fall left Bouchard with 
a concussion and “serious 
head injury.” She later with¬ 
drew from the U.S. Open 
and tournaments in China 
and Japan. 

“Ms. Bouchard entered 
the physiotherapy room of 
the women's locker room 
when she was caused to 
slip and fall by a slippery, 
foreign and dangerous 
substance on the floor,” 
the suit says. The substance 
was not identified in court 
papers. 

The Canadian player, who 
was once ranked No. 5, 
contends her injuries “were 
caused solely by the rea¬ 
son of carelessness, negli¬ 
gence, wanton and willful 


disregard on the part of De¬ 
fendant USTA.” She claims 
the organization didn’t 
keep the locker room in a 
“safe and suitable condi¬ 
tion” because the organi¬ 
zation failed to maintain, 
clean and repair the floor, 
which led to her fall. 
Bouchard said her world 
ranking has dropped at 
least 13 spots since the in¬ 
cident last month and be¬ 
lieves it is likely to continue 
to decline. 

Chris Widmaier, a spokes¬ 
man for the United States 
Tennis Association, de¬ 
clined comment, say¬ 
ing the organization had 
a longstanding policy of 
not discussing ongoing 
litigationO

Hospital authorities would 
not comment on the con¬ 
dition of the 35-year-old 
former NBA forward, but 
the Rev. Jesse Jackson 
was among his visitors. 
Jackson said Odom was 
on life support and im¬ 
proving. 

"Apparently from what 
the doctor said, he was 
much better off today 
than yesterday. He at least 
has some responsiveness 
now," Jackson said. "He’s 
got tubes in him now but 
we felt inspired by his pres¬ 
ence.” 

"We're just holding hands 
and hoping he can 
bounce back,” Jackson 
added. 

Odom, who was em¬ 
braced by teammates 
and television fans alike for 
his Everyman approach 
to fame, was found face 
down and alone Tuesday 
after spending four days 
at the Love Ranch, a legal 
Nevada brothel. 

Odom started "throwing 
up all kinds of stuff” after 
a 911 operator told them 
to turn him on his side. 
Love Ranch owner Den¬ 
nis Hof told The Associated 
Press in a phone interview. 
Odom had “spent time 
socializing with some of 
my girls," but wasn't seen 
taking any illegal drugs, 
Hof said. Nye County Sher¬ 
iff Sharon Wehrly said at 
a news conference that 
a brothel employee who 
called 911 reported Odom 
did cocaine Saturday and 
had taken up to 10 tabs 
of a sexual performance 
enhancer over the past 
three days. She said he 
was found unresponsive 
with blood coming from 
his nose and mouth. 
Wehrly earlier said inves¬ 
tigators were seeking a 
blood sample to deter¬ 
mine if Odom overdosed 
on drugs or alcohol. 

Odom spent most of his 14- 
year NBA career in Los An¬ 
geles with the Lakers and 
Clippers, becoming a fan 
favorite before he sought 
even more fame with the 
Kardashians. 

His one-month courtship 
of Khloe before their huge 
2009 wedding was taped 


for the E! network, and 
Odom appeared on near¬ 
ly two dozen episodes of 
“Keeping Up with the Kar¬ 
dashians” as well as other 
family spinoffs, including 
his own “Khloe & Lamar" 
show in 2011 and 2012. 
Khloe Kardashian called 
him “Lam-Lam” and wor¬ 
ried openly about him on 
the show. Even after they 
split up in 2013, cameras re¬ 
corded her calling him and 
checking on his welfare. 
People always seemed 
to root for Odom, whose 
prematurely weathered 
face wore the impact of 
his personal tragedies in a 
friendly way. And news of 
his hospitalization brought 
an outpouring of dismay 
and encouragement from 
his friends and family. 

Kobe Bryant joined Kar¬ 
dashian and some of 
Odom’s childhood friends 
at his bedside after a Tues¬ 
day night Lakers game in 
Las Vegas. 

“Lamar Odom is one of 
the greatest people I've 
ever known," said Der¬ 
ek Fisher, the New York 
Knicks coach and Odom’s 
longtime teammate with 
the Lakers. "I don’t view 
him through the prism of 
choices that he’s made ... 
I'm obviously hoping that 
he can pull through this, 
and that in some fortunate 
way this becomes the be¬ 
ginning of a different end¬ 
ing." Even his estranged 
father, Joe Odom, was 
there at the hospital, ac¬ 
cording to his grandmoth¬ 
er, Florence Odom, who 
told the AP Wednesday 
that Lamar was “in God's 
hands.” 

Authorities were called 
to the brothel in Crystal, 
Nevada, about 3:15 p.m. 
Tuesday. The 6-foot-10 
Odom was too tall for an 
available helicopter, so he 
was driven by ambulance 
to Sunrise Hospital & Medi¬ 
cal Center in Las Vegas. 
Hof told the AP that his 
staff had picked up Odom 
from a home in Las Ve¬ 
gas on Saturday, and he 
seemed “happy, he was 
sleeping every night.” 

“He largely kept to himself, 
and at no time did he en¬ 
gage in any drug use in the 
presence of anyone in the 
house. He did drink alco¬ 
hol from our bar, and was 
taking some herbal sexual 


enhancement capsules,” 
Hof’s statement said. 
Odom emerged as one 
of the most promising bas¬ 
ketball talents of his gener¬ 
ation after a difficult child¬ 
hood in Queens, where 
his mother died of cancer 
when he was 12 and his 
estranged father was ad¬ 
dicted to heroin. Drugs and 
crime were rampant in his 
South Jamaica neighbor¬ 
hood, and he never forgot 
where he came from, writ¬ 
ing tributes to his mother 
and grandmother on his 
sneakers before games. 
Tall enough to play center 
and skilled enough to be 
a playmaking guard, the 
rangy kid with a beautiful 
shot and exceptional ball¬ 
handling skills drew com¬ 
parisons to Magic Johnson 
when he played on a trav¬ 
eling youth team along¬ 
side Ron Artest, his future 
Lakers teammate. □

Hornets rout Clippers 113-71 in 
2nd preseason game in China

SHANGHAI (AP) — Al Jef¬ 
ferson scored 17 points and 
Nicolas Batum added 14 
with 10 rebounds to lead 
the Charlotte Hornets over 
the Los Angeles Clippers 
113-71 Wednesday in the 
second preseason NBA 
game between the teams 
in China. 

The Hornets went on a 36-8 
run after halftime and took 
a 36-point lead with 8:26 re¬ 
maining. 

Charlotte also won the first 
game between the teams 
in the southern Chinese city 
of Shenzhen on Sunday 
and improved to 4-0 in the 
preseason. The Clippers fell 
to 1 -3. 

Clippers point guard Chris 
Paul played with two fin¬ 
gers taped together on his 
non-shooting left hand af¬ 
ter fracturing his index fin¬ 
ger during a scrimmage on 
Saturday. 

Paul still led the Clippers 
with 17 points, while Blake 
Griffin added 14 points and 
14 rebounds. 

Jeremy Lin added 13 points 


for the Hornets, who shot 
nearly 45 percent from the 
field and went 14-of-25 
from 3-point range. 

Lin, whose parents are from 
Taiwan and grandpar¬ 
ents were born and raised 
in mainland China, got 
a huge ovation from the 
crowd when the starting 
lineups were announced 
and an even bigger cheer 
when he addreseed the 
crowd in Mandarin before 
tip-off. 

For the first quarter, the 
Shanghai crowd also got a 
taste of Linsanity. 

Playing with his hair spiked 
in a Mo-hawk, Lin scored 
the first basket of the game 
— a 3-pointer — about one 
minute into the game. He 
then hit a fadeaway jump¬ 
er, landing on his back on 
the court, followed by a la¬ 
yup and another 3-pointer 
in the next three minutes, 
accounting for all of the 
Hornets’ first 10 points. 

“I was in the zone after the 
first 3-pointer went in, I felt 
all the shots would go in,” 
Lin said. “It was such a fun 
trip. I got to show my team¬ 
mates China, my culture. 


. And we’re exited to go 
home and get some rest.” 
Los Angeles coach Doc 
Rivers said his team looked 
frustrated from the first 
quarter when they began 
missing easy shots and it 
only worsened after hafl- 
time. The Clippers went 
a miserable 4-for-23 from 
3-point range in the game 
and finished with 22 turn¬ 
overs. 

Paul Pierce missed all five of 
his shots — including three 
3-pointers — in 15 minutes 
and starting center DeAn- 
dre Jordan finished with just 
three points and four re¬ 
bounds in 25 minutes. 

Still, as poorly as his team 
played. Rivers said the Chi¬ 
na trip was positive from a 
bonding standpoint. 

“Our guys have been go¬ 
ing out to different res¬ 
taurants together and just 
enjoying each other,” he 
said. “The one thing about 
going abroad for all teams, 
Charlotte as well, is I think 
it allows you to team- 
build sooner than if you 
were at home. So mission

TORONTO (AP) - The To¬ 
ronto Blue Jays clinched 
their first trip to the Ameri¬ 
can League Championship 
Series since 1993, overcom¬ 
ing one of the most bizarre 
plays in playoff history when 
Jose Bautista hit a three-run 
homer after three Texas 
Rangers errors for a 6-3 vic¬ 
tory Wednesday in the de¬ 
ciding Game 5 of the Divi¬ 
sion Series. 

The Blue Jays became the 
third team to win a best-of- 
five series after losing the 
first two games at home. 
They play the winner of 
Game 5 between Hous¬ 
ton and Kansas City later 
Wednesday. Game 1 of 
the ALCS is Friday night. 
Bautista's homer capped 
an event-filled, 53-minute 
seventh inning that took a 
turn when Toronto catcher 
Russell Martin's throw back 
to the pitcher deflected off 
batter Shin-Soo Choo and 
allowed the tiebreaking to 
score. 

“It’s the most emotionally 
charged game that I’ve 
ever played,” Bautista said. 
The Blue Jays filed a pro¬ 
test after an umpire review 
ruled Rougned Odor was 
allowed to cross home 
plate. Toronto fans pelted 
the field with debris during 
the 18-minute delay. 

The Rangers started the 
bottom half by making 
three straight errors, and 
Toronto rallied. Benches 
cleared twice in the Blue 
Jays' half of the inning. 
Roberto Osuna got the final 
five outs for his first postsea¬ 
son save. 

Osuna turned toward the 
outfield after striking out Wil 
Venable, looked to the sky 
and was mobbed by his 
teammates as jubilant fans 
rocked the Rogers Centre. 
After Edwin Encarnacion 
tied it 2-all with a second- 
deck drive off tough-luck 
loser Cole Hamels in the 
sixth. Odor led off the sev¬ 
enth with a single and went 
to third on a sacrifice and 
groundout. 

With Choo up, Martin’s 
throw back to reliever Aar¬ 
on Sanchez deflected off 
Choo and dribbled toward 


third base. 

Home plate umpire Dale 
Scott initially ruled it a 
dead ball but, after Rang¬ 
ers manager Jeff Banisfer 
questioned the call, the 
umpires huddled and Odor 
was sent home. 

“I just caught the ball and 
threw it back very casu¬ 
ally and it hit his bat and 
then next thing you know 
run scores. It's never hap¬ 
pened in my life before,” 
Marfin said. “It’s just one of 
those moments, and it cre¬ 
ated an opportunity for us 
to do something special.” 
Fans littered the field with 
objects during the delay as 
umpires sorted out a play 
that is certain to rank up 
there with Derek Jeter’s Jef¬ 
frey Maier homer or Reggie 
Jackson’s hip block of a 
throw as one of fhe craziest 
in the postseason. 
According to rule Ma¬ 
jor League Baseball rule 
6.03(a)(3), the batter is not 
to be charged with interfer¬ 
ing with the catcher if the 
batter is still in the batter’s 
box and doesn’t make a 
movement to block or dis¬ 


rupt the throw. 

This type of play is nof sub¬ 
ject to manager's review 
but Scott, the crew chief, 
after discussing the ruling 
with Blue Jays manager 
John Gibbons, called an 
umpire’s review. After a 
delay of 2 minutes, 32 sec¬ 
onds, the play stood and 
fans continued to throw 
objects on the field. 

The Blue Jays filed a protest. 
No need for the paper¬ 
work, though. 

The Rangers made three 
consecutive errors to start 
the bottom half, with Martin 
reaching on a fielding error 
by Elvis Andrus to start it off. 
Kevin Pillar followed with a 
grounder to first but Martin 
was safe at second on an 
errant throw by Mitch Mo¬ 
reland. 

After Dalton Pompey pinch 
ran for Martin, Ryan Goins 
followed with a sacrifice 
bunt. Adrian Beltre fielded 
the ball and threw to third, 
but Andrus dropped the 
ball for his second error of 
the inning, loading the bas¬ 
es for Ben Revere. 


Revere grounded into a 
fielder's choice, with More¬ 
land throwing Pompey out 
at the plate. 

After Sam Dyson relieved 
Hamels, Josh Donaldson 
tied it at 3 with a flare just 
beyond the reach of Odor 
at second, but Revere was 
forced out. 

Bautista followed with a 
towering drive into the sec¬ 
ond deck, glaring at Dyson 
as he stood at home plate 
to admire his go-ahead 
drive, enthusiastically flip¬ 
ping his bat away. 

With some fans continuing 
to litter the field, Edwin En¬ 
carnacion turned to face 
the crowd and appealed 
for calm, lifting his bat and 
helmet over his head. Dy¬ 
son took exception and 
walked over to confront En¬ 
carnacion, leading to both 
dugouts and both bullpens 
emptying. 

During the scrum that was 
quickly dissolved, 20 To¬ 
ronto police officers stood 
across the outfield, while 
others stood along the foul 
lines. Police later stood on 


the roof of fhe Rangers’ first 
base dugout before the 
bottom of the ninth. 
Encarnacion and Chris Co- 
labello both singled when 
play resumed, but the bat- 
around inning ended when 
Troy Tulowitzki fouled out. 
Dyson made contact with 
Tulowitzki as he walked off, 
leading to another bench- 
es-clearing confrontation, 
with catcher Chris Gimenez 
shoving Tulowitski before 
fhe scrum was broken up. 

Osuna fanned Josh Hamil¬ 
ton and Andrus to finish the 
eighth, stranding runners at 
first and second. 

Texas opened the scor¬ 
ing in the first when Delino 
DeShields scored on a 
fielder's choice by Prince 
Fielder. Choo homered off 
Marcus Sfroman in the third 
to make it 2-0. 

Choo's homer was the first 
for the Rangers since Odor 
connected off David Price 
in the seventh inning of 
Game 1. 

Toronto cut the deficit in 
half in the third on Bautis¬ 
ta’s two-out double. □

Rafael Nadal also ad¬ 
vanced to the third round, 
although in far more dif¬ 
ficult fashion. The eighth- 
seeded Spanish player es¬ 
caped with a 7-5, 6-7 (4), 

7- 6 (4) win over Ivo Karlovic 
of Croatia in two hours, 43 
minutes. 

Djokovic is coming off his 
sixth China Open title last 
week, where he only lost 18 
games in the entire tourna¬ 
ment — the most dominant 
title run of his career. 

He picked up right where 
he left off in Shanghai, 
fending off the only break 
point he faced against Kli¬ 
zan to win in 63 minutes. 
Djokovic is aiming for his 
ninth title of the year and 
his third at the Shanghai 
Masters. 

“Considering the fact that 
I’ve won so many matches 
this year and tournaments, 
probably the best season of 
my life definitely, anywhere 
I go I'm confident,” he said. 
“Especially towards the 
end of the season, know¬ 
ing that back in the previ¬ 
ous years I’ve played con¬ 
sistently well and was very 
successful in the last couple 
months of the season.” 
Nadal, by comparison, is 
struggling through one of 
the most challenging years 
of his career. He hasn’t 
won a Grand Slam title for 
the first time since 2004 and 
his ranking has dipped to 
No. 7. 

He’s also coming off a 
rather one-sided defeat 
to Djokovic in the China 


Open final on Sunday, prior 
to which Nadal admitted 
that his Serbian rival was 
“not in my league” at the 
moment. 

Still, Nadal sounded up¬ 
beat after maintaining his 
composure against the 
heavy-serving Karlovic, 
who had 24 aces, and se¬ 
curing a close victory. 

“To win 7-6 in the third is 
very important victory for 
me, especially because I 
believe in the last tiebreak 
I did not lose one point with 
my serve,” he said. “That's 
because I was on self -con¬ 
trol again of my emotions. 
That's the most important 
thing for me today.” 

Nadal faces another big 
server, Milos Raonic, in the 
third round on Thursday, 
while Djokovic plays 15th- 
seeded Feliciano Lopez of 
Spain. 

In other matches, Kei Nishi- 
kori overcame a stiff chal¬ 
lenge from an emotional 
Nick Kyrgios to advance 
with a 1 -6, 6-4, 6-4 victory. 
After winning the first set 
in 30 minutes, Kyrgios be¬ 
gan to unravel at the end 
of the second set when he 
smacked a ball in frustra¬ 
tion toward the baseline, 
causing a line judge to 
bend to avoid being hit. 
The Australian was as¬ 
sessed a code violation 
and dropped his serve at 
love, losing the set. Kyrgios 
then saved three match 
points in the third set before 
Nishikori finally closed it out. 
Kyrgios was already fined 
$1,500 for an “audible ob¬ 
scenity” in his first-round 
match in Shanghai. He 
faces a 28-day suspen¬ 
sion from the ATP tour if he 
reaches $5,000 in fines be¬ 
fore February after being 
placed on probation for 
making derogatory com¬ 
ments to Stan Wawrinka 


during a match in Montreal 
in August. 

“I didn’t think I behaved 
bad at all out there today,” 
Kyrgios said after Wednes¬ 
day's loss. “I thought I was 
good mentally. I showed 
emotion, but at the same 
time I played great.” 
Nishikori said he tried to be 
more patient after strug¬ 
gling with his serve early in 
the match, winning just one 
point on his second serve in 
the opening set. 

“I didn’t have the best start 
this match," he said. “My 
serve wasn't going in, es¬ 
pecially in the beginning. I 
had three double faults in 
first game.” 

In other matches, Andy 
Murray overcame five dou¬ 
ble faults to defeat Steve 
Johnson of the United 
States 6-2, 6-4, and Austra¬ 
lia’s Bernard Tomic saved 
eight of nine break points 
he faced to upset seventh- 
seeded David Ferrer of 
Spain 6-4, 6-2. 

Tomic said he’s feeling in¬ 
creasingly more confident 
than he was at the start 
of the year when his rank¬ 
ing dipped into the 70s. He 
reached No. 20 last month 
and is aiming to finish close 
to the top 15 by the end of 
the season. 

“This is my best year," he 
said. “I’m working much 
harder. I’m a bit smarter 
and wiser.” 

Also, fourth-seeded 

Wawrinka defeated Vik¬ 
tor Troicki of Serbia 7-6 
(3), 6-3; fifth-seeded To¬ 
mas Berdych of the Czech 
Republic outlasted Jack

The word thyroid comes 
from the Greek “thura” 
which means “door,” 
which is what the thy¬ 
roid looks like. Your thy¬ 
roid gland is the largest 
endocrine gland and is 
situated in the front of the 
neck. Your thyroid gland 
secretes iodine- rich hor¬ 
mones thyroxin and triio¬ 
dothyronine which regu¬ 
late your metabolism rate; 
but its effects are felt all 
over the body. 

Thyroid glands that are not 
functioning optimally pro¬ 
duce a myriad of symp¬ 
toms. Many people expe¬ 
rience unexplained cold 
hands and feet, low body 
temperature, sensitivity to 
cold, a feeling of always 
being chilled, headaches, 
insomnia, dry skin and 
hair, puffy eyes, hair loss, 
brittle nails, joint aches, 
constipation, mental dull¬ 
ness, fatigue, frequent in¬ 
fections, PMS symptoms,

The second reason that 
the tests are often inaccu¬ 
rate is because they only 
show what your thyroid 
hormone levels are on the 
day of testing. Your thy¬ 
roid is a “tricky” organ to 
both diagnose and treat 
since its hormone lev¬ 
els fluctuate all the time. 




What you eat each day 
has a tremendous and im¬ 
mediate impact on it, and 
how much hormone it se¬ 
cretes. 

A third reason for their in¬ 
accuracy is that the tests 
do not indicate if your thy¬ 
roid hormone is actually 
entering your cells. Your 
thyroid may be manu¬ 
facturing plenty of hor¬ 
mone but your cells can 
become resistant to the 
hormone and not able to 
utilize it.

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Toyota aims to nearly eliminate gasoline cars by 2050

TOKYO (AP) — Toyota, un¬ 
der ambitious environmen¬ 
tal targets, is aiming to sell 
hardly any regular gaso¬ 
line vehicles by 2050, only 
hybrids and fuel cells, to 
radically reduce emissions. 
The automaker promised 
to involve governments, 
affiliated companies and 
other “stakeholders” in its 
push to reduce average 
emissions from Toyota cars 
by 90 percent by about 
2050, compared with 2010 
levels. 

Electric cars weren’t part 
of their vision, outlined by 
top Toyota Motor Corp. of¬ 
ficials at a Tokyo museum 
on Wednesday, striking a 
contrast with rivals such as 
Nissan Motor Co., which 
has banked on that zero- 
emissions technology. 
Toyota’s commitments 
come at a time when the 
auto industry has been 
shaken by a scandal at 
Germany’s Volkswagen 
AG, in which it admitted 
it cheated on diesel emis¬ 
sions tests covering millions 
of cars. 

Toyota projected its annu¬ 
al sales of fuel cell vehicles 
will reach more than 30,000 
by about 2020, which is 10 
times its projected figure 


for 2017. 

Fuel cells run on hydrogen 
and are zero-emissions. 
Toyota’s Mirai fuel cell 
went on sale late last year. 
Toyota has received 1,500 
orders for the Mirai in Ja¬ 
pan, and it just went on 


sale in the U.S. and Europe. 
Annual sales of hybrid ve¬ 
hicles will reach 1.5 million 
and by 2020 Toyota would 
have sold 15 million hy¬ 
brids, nearly twice what it 
has sold so far around the 
world, it said. 


Hybrids switch back and 
forth between a gasoline 
engine and an electric 
motor to deliver an effi¬ 
cient ride. 

The Toyota Prius, which 
went on sale in 1997, is 
the top-selling hybrid, with 


about 4 million sold glob¬ 
ally so far. Toyota is prom¬ 
ising to develop a hybrid 
version in every category, 
including usually gas-guz- 
zling sport-utility vehicles, 
as well as luxury models. 
“You may think 35 years is 


a long time,” Senior Man¬ 
aging Officer Kiyofaka Ise 
told reporters. “But for an 
aufomaker to envision all 
combustion engines as 
gone is pretty extraordi¬ 
nary.” 

Ise acknowledged some 


gasoline engine cars 
would remain in less devel¬ 
oped markets, but only in 
small numbers. 

He and other Toyota offi¬ 
cials insisted on the inevita¬ 
bility of fheir overall vision, 
stressing that the problems 


of global warming and 
environmental destruction 
made a move toward a 
hydrogen-based society a 
necessity. 

Experts agree more has to 
be done to curtail global 
warming and pollution, 
and nations are increas¬ 
ingly tightening emissions 
standards. 

But they are divided on 
whether all gasoline en¬ 
gines will disappear, or 
they'll stay on, thanks to 
greener internal combus¬ 
tion engines, as well as 
the arrival of clean die¬ 
sel technology. 

Tatsuo Yoshida, senior 
analyst at Barclays Securi¬ 
ties Japan in Tokyo, said 
Toyota’s goals weren’t far¬ 
fetched. 

“The internal combustion 
engine is developing and 
metamorphosing into hy¬ 
brids," he said. “Toyota has 
been working on this tech¬ 
nology for a long time. 
When officials speak out 
like this, it means they are 
120 percent confident this 
is their scenario.” 

As part of its environmental 
vision, Toyota also prom¬ 
ised to reduce carbon di¬ 
oxide emissions from pro¬ 
duction lines during manu¬ 
facturing in 2030 to about 
a third of 2001 levels.Q

Tesla’s autopilot lets cars 
drive, change lanes themselves

DETROIT (AP) — Electric car 
maker Tesla Motors is leap¬ 
frogging competifors with 
a new autopilot system 
that lets cars change lanes 
by themselves. 

Like other semi-auton- 
omous systems already 
available from Mercedes, 
Audi and Volvo, Tesla’s sys¬ 
tem automatically keeps 
the car within its lane and 
maintains a certain dis¬ 
tance from the car in front, 
both at highway speeds 
and on city streets. It can 
find a parking spot and 
parallel park itself. It also 
uses cameras and sensors 
to warn drivers about po¬ 
tential side impacts. 

But analysts say the lane¬ 


changing feature is an in¬ 
dustry first. Tesla CEO Elon 
Musk said the system is also 
unique because it will con¬ 
stantly collect data from 
actual drivers and improve 
itself. The system will note, 
for example, how quickly 
drivers can safely navigate 
a particular bend in the 
road or where stop signs 
are located. 

“I think this is going to be 
quite a profound experi¬ 
ence for people,” Musk 
said Wednesday in a con¬ 
ference call wifh media. “If 
will change people's per¬ 
ception of fhe future quite 
drastically.” 

Musk also added a word 
of caution: Drivers need 
to keep their hands on the 
wheel, and the autopilot 


system will chime to remind 
them if fhey don’t. Drivers 
— not Tesla — will be held 
liable if fhere’s a crash. 
Musk said. 

“We're being especially 
caufious af fhis early stage, 
so we’re advising drivers 
to keep their hands on the 
wheel just in case,” he said. 
“The software is very new.” 
Musk said fully autono¬ 
mous, hands-free driving 
is still at least three years 
away from a technical 
standpoint, although it will 
probably take regulators 
longer than that to allow it. 
The autopilot update will 
be added to around 60,000 
vehicles worldwide, includ¬ 
ing Model S sedans made 
after September 2014 and 
Model X SUVs. Owners will 


get the system through 
a software update start¬ 
ing Wednesday evening 
in North America. Own¬ 
ers in Europe and Asia will 
get the software update in 
about a week. People with 
Model S sedans that were 
made earlier don’t have 
the required sensors and 
won’t be able to add them 
retroactively. Musk said. 
Only owners who paid 


the $2,500 charge for the 
full autopilot system will 
be able to activate all of 
the autopilot features, but 
Musk said the side-impact 
warning is a safety fea¬ 
ture and will be available 
to everyone. For the next 
update. Musk said, Tesla is 
working on having the car 
drive itself in and out of ga¬ 
rages when it’s summoned 
by the owner.

Financial services 
startup Square files 
$275M IPO papers 

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Square, the financial-ser¬ 
vices startup that helps 
small businesses process 
credit card payments, is 
planning to go public. 

The six-year-old company 
is known for its white, cube¬ 
shaped card readers that 
plug into smartphones and 
tablet computers, turning 
them into electronic sales 
terminals. It’s also known in 
the tech industry for being 
founded and led by Jack 
Dorsey, 38, who was sepa¬ 
rately named CEO of the so¬ 
cial networking service Twit¬ 
ter last week. 

Dorsey, who owns 24.4 per¬ 
cent of Square, co-founded 
Twitter in 2006 and has said 
he’ll continue to run both 
companies. 

Square filed regulatory pa¬ 
pers on Tuesday for an initial 
public stock offering val¬ 
ued at up to $275 million, 
although that figure could 
change. While some larger 
tech startups have recent¬ 
ly delayed going public. 
Square’s filing has been ex¬ 
pected and records show 
the company previously 
filed a confidential declara¬ 
tion of its plans over the sum¬ 
mer. 

San Francisco-based Square 
says it had $850 million in rev¬ 
enue last year. Revenue for 
the first half of this year was 
$560.6 million, an increase 
of 51 percent over the same 
period last year. 

But the company had a 
net loss of $154.1 million in 
2014, and a loss of $77.6 mil¬ 
lion for the first half of 2015; 
overall, it’s piled up an ac¬ 
cumulated deficit of almost 
a half billion dollars since its 
inception. It warned that 
it may continue to gener¬ 
ate losses as it invests to ex¬ 
pand the business. Square 
also warned that a major 
customer, Starbucks, is plan¬ 
ning to stop using its service 
sometime before the third 
quarter of 2016. 

Square has added new ser¬ 
vices in an effort to diver¬ 
sify its business over recent 
years. The company pro¬ 
vides financing to small busi¬ 
nesses and a payment ser¬ 
vice known as Square Cash 
that lets individuals and- 
businesses transfer funds to 
each other. It also operates 
Caviar, a food delivery ser¬ 
vice for restaurants. □

NEW YORK (AP) — Weak 
earnings guidance from 
Wal-Mart and a couple of 
tepid reports on the econ¬ 
omy pushed stocks lower 
on Wednesday. 

Wal-Mart logged its big¬ 
gest one-day decline in 
almost three decades af¬ 
ter the retailer stunned in¬ 
vestors with an announce¬ 
ment that it expects its 
profit to fall as it works to 
fend off intensifying com¬ 
petition. JPMorgan led fi¬ 
nancial stocks lower after 
the lender’s third-quarter 
earnings fell short of ana¬ 
lysts' expectations. 

A rally for stocks has stalled 
this week as worries about 
weakening global growth 
have resurfaced. A Fed¬ 
eral Reserve report on 
Wednesday showed that 
factory output was sluggish 
in the late summer, in part 
because of the strong dol¬ 
lar. A separate report on 
retail sales indicated that 
Americans are still spend¬ 
ing cautiously. 

After a sharp summer sell- 
off in stocks that was fol¬ 
lowed by an early Octo¬ 
ber rebound, investors are 
split as to what comes next 
for the market. Some are 
expecting a strong fourth 
quarter, while others think 
that there could be more 
selling to come. 

“I’m pretty much in the 
bearish camp,” said Ken 
Winans, president of Wi- 
nans Investments, an in¬ 
vestment advisory and re¬ 
search firm. “The fear has 
come back in." 

The Standard & Poor’s 500 


sales were down 3.1 per¬ 
cent from a year earlier, 
and inventories were up 2.4 
percent from August 2014. 
Firms' caution in building 
inventory could be a drag 
on economic growth in the 
July-September quarter. 
Economists are expecting 
growth to slow in the sec¬ 
ond half of the year from 
the robust 3.9 percent an¬ 
nual growth rate recorded 
from April through June.

The retailer forecast that 
sales for its full fiscal year 
would be flat as the com¬ 
pany was hurt by unfavor¬ 
able currency exchange 
rates. Wal-Mart had previ¬ 
ously forecast sales growth 
of 1 to 2 percent. For its 
next fiscal year, it said prof¬ 
it could fall by as much as 
12 percent. 

The stock slumped $6.70, 
or 10 percent, to $60.03, 


but its earnings still fell short 
of analysts’ estimates. 
JPMorgan’s stock fell 
$1.56, or 2.5 percent, to 
$59.99. Wells Fargo report¬ 
ed a slight gain in profits for 
the quarter, but its lending 
margins fell. Wells Fargo 
edged down 36 cents, 
or 0.7 percent, to $51.50. 
Bank of America rose 12 
cents, or 0.8 percent, to 
$15.64. The S&P 500 and 
the Dow are still lower for

Wall Street dips on Wal-Mart, tepid reports 
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Wells Fargo’s earnings edge up 1 percent to $5.4 billion

NEW YORK (AP) — Wells Far¬ 
go reported a slight gain in 
third-quarter earnings on 
Wednesday, helped by an 
increase in borrowing from 
consumers and businesses. 
The San Francisco-based 
bank earned $5.44 billion 
after payments to pre¬ 
ferred shareholders, or 


$1.05 a share, for the three- 
month period ending in 
September. That com¬ 
pares with a $5.41 billion, or 
$1.02 a share, in the same 
period a year earlier. 

Wells Fargo reported loan 
growth across all of its ma¬ 
jor businesses, from com¬ 
mercial and industrial loans 
to residential mortgages. 
Wells is often seen as a 


bellwether for the housing 
market because it is the 
largest mortgage lender in 
the U.S. The bank originat¬ 
ed $55 billion in mortgages 
in the last quarter. 

Like JPMorgan and Bank 
of America, Wells reported 
a noticeable increase in 
deposits, which rose 6 per¬ 
cent to $1.2 trillion. 

The profit Wells Fargo is 


making from lending is de¬ 
clining, however. Net inter¬ 
est income, or the differ¬ 
ence between what Wells 
Fargo charges to lend and 
what it pays depositors, fell 
to 2.96 percent from 3.06 
percent in the same peri¬ 
od a year earlier. Wells and 
Bank of America are hurt 
more by low interest rates 
than some other banks be¬ 


cause both companies do 
not have large investment 
bank and trading business¬ 
es. 

Wells Fargo did report 
some credit deterioration 
in the loans it made to the 
oil and gas industry, similar 
to the issues that JPMorgan 
had, and had to hold onto 
reserves this quarter in¬ 
stead of releasing themO 


Bank of America profits, earns $4.1 billion in third quarter

NEW YORK (AP) — Bank 
of America, the consumer 
banking giant, said it swung 
to a profit in the third quar¬ 
ter on Wednesday, helped 
by lower borrowing costs 
and legal expenses. 

The bank based in Char¬ 
lotte, North Carolina, 
earned $4.1 billion, or 37 
cents a share, for the 
three-month period end¬ 
ing in September. That 
compares with a loss of 
$470 million, or 4 cents a 
share, in the same period a 
year earlier. BofA booked 
$6 billion in legal expenses 
last year to help cover part 
of a $16.65 billion legal set¬ 
tlement it reached with the 
Department of Justice. 
Revenue fell to $20.68 bil¬ 
lion from $21.4 billion a 
year earlier. 

BofA's lending busi¬ 
ness continued to improve 
in the third quarter. Its costs 
of lending fell, there were 
fewer delinquent loans 
and more customers bor¬ 
rowed money. 


While the total amount of 
BofA’s loans was roughly 
unchanged, the bank 
continued to dispose of 
troubled loans left over 
from the financial crisis and 
made more loans to busi¬ 
nesses and individuals. 

In a statement, CEO Brian 
Moynihan characterized 
the bank’s latest results as 
“solid.” 

“The key drivers of our busi¬ 
ness — deposit taking and 
lending to both our con¬ 
sumer and corporate cli¬ 
ents — moved in the right 
direction this quarter," 
Moynihan said. 

Earnings at Bank of Amer¬ 
ica's consumer bank¬ 
ing division, by far its big¬ 
gest business, climbed 5 
percent. BofA said con¬ 
sumer borrowing increased 
broadly, a positive sign for 
the U.S. economy. Credit 
card issuance, mortgage 
originations and deposits 
in brokerage accounts all 
rose. 

The bank’s wealth and in¬ 
vestment management 
division, Merrill Lynch, re¬ 


ported lower profits. Trans¬ 
action revenue fell, which 
more than offset higher as¬ 
set management fees. 

Like JPMorgan Chase, 
Bank of America has been 
on an aggressive cost-cut- 
ting campaign, which has 
included branch closures 
and layoffs. The bank had 


215,193 employees at the 
end of the third quarter, 
compared with 229,538 in 
2014. 

The bank also did better 
in its legacy assets and 
servicing division, which is 
where BofA put the bad 
mortgages and other toxic 
assets left over from the fi¬ 


nancial crisis. The division 
had a loss of $196 million 
in the quarter, but that's 
an improvement from a 
loss of $5.11 billion a year 
ago. The number of mort¬ 
gages delinquent by 60 
days or more fell by nearly 
half from a year ago to 
114,000.Q 


CSX delivers relatively flat 3Q profit despite volume dip

OMAHA, Neb. (AP) — Tight 
cost controls helped CSX 
Corp. deliver relatively flat 
third-quarter profit even 
though the railroad hauled 
3 percent less freight and 
continued facing weak 
coal demand. 

The Jacksonville, Florida- 
based company said this 
week it earned $507 mil¬ 
lion, or 52 cents per share. 
That’s roughly in line with 
last year’s $509 million, or 
51 cents per share. 

The railroad’s profit ex¬ 


ceeded the 50 cents per 
share analysts surveyed 
by Zacks Investment Re¬ 
search, but its $2.94 billion 
revenue fell short of the 
$3.04 billion revenue Wall 
Street expected. 

CSX affirmed its predic¬ 
tion for 2015 profit growth 
in the mid-single digits 
despite the ongoing coal 
weakness and the overall 
decline in volume. 

The railroad's stock gained 
1 percent in after-hours 
trading to sell for $28. 

CSX Chairman and CEO 
Michael Ward said the rail¬ 


road worked to worked to 
control costs and improve 
service while dealing with 
market challenges. 
“Commodity prices and 
the strength of the U.S. dol¬ 
lar are challenging many 
of our markets,” Ward said. 
Coal revenue fell 19 per¬ 
cent in the quarter to $583 
million because demand 
from U.S. utilities and ex¬ 
port markets was weaker 
than expected. 

The stronger U.S. dollar 
and economic problems 
elsewhere have hurt coal 
exports. Domestic coal 


demand has shrunk over 
the past several years 
because low natural 
gas prices and concerns 
about pollution regula¬ 
tions prompted many utili¬ 
ties to switch from coal to 
gas. 

Edward Jones analyst Lo¬ 
gan Purk said most of the 
factors hurting CSX's results 
are out of the railroad’s 
control, such as the health 
of the economy, natural 
gas prices and weather. 
"The two items that CSX 
can really control — pric¬ 
ing and efficiency — 


they’re hitting it out of the 
park,” Purk said. 

Besides the coal declines, 
CSX also reported signifi¬ 
cant drops in shipments of 
fertilizers, industrial metals 
and housing construction 
waste. 

The railroad cut its expens¬ 
es 11 percent to just over 
$2 billion because of lower 
fuel prices, lower costs re¬ 
lated to shipping volume 
and improved efficiency. 
CSX operates more than 
21,000 miles of track in 23 
Eastern states and two 
Canadian provinces.Q

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Zimbabwe’s lion guard program helps protect rural villages

HWANGE NATIONAL PARK, 
Zimbabwe (AP) — Stand¬ 
ing 20 feet (six meters) from 
a lion, Charles Tshuma was 
armed with just a plastic 
horn. He and some neigh¬ 
bors blew the vuvuzelas to 
frighten away the lion, but 
the big cat did not budge. 
They kept blowing their 
horns and shouting and 
screaming until the lion 
turned away and ambled 
back into Hwange Nation¬ 
al Park, leaving Tshuma’s 
rural community. 

It’s not always so easy, said 
Tshuma. 

"Sometimes people in the 
village do not want to join 
in to chase away the lions, 
choosing instead to lock 
themselves indoors,” he 
said. 

That is the life of Zimba¬ 
bwe’s lion guards, brave 
community members se¬ 
lected and trained to pre¬ 
vent attacks on humans 
and cattle by big cats who 
stray from the unfenced 
Hwange park, which 
sprawls over 14,500 square 
kilometers (5,625 sq. miles) 
in western Zimbabwe. 

The killing of Cecil the lion 
by an American hunter 
near Hwange park in 
July caused international 
outrage. But the biggest 
threat to Hwange’s more 
than 500 lions is conflict 
with surrounding cattle 
farmers, say researchers. 
The innovative lion guard 
program is designed to 
protect both humans and 


lions. 

Oxford University’s Lions 
Research Project has 
tracked and studied over 
30 lion prides (families) 
in its 15 years here. See¬ 
ing many attacks by lions 


wandering out of the park, 
the researchers in 2007 
launched the Long Shields 
program to reduce lion- 
human conflicts. 

Since then, there has been 
a 40 percent decline in 
those conflicts, according 
to Brent Stapelkamp, a re¬ 
searcher with the Oxford 
projeef. Many of Hwange’s 


lions have collars wifh sat¬ 
ellite tracking devices so 
the researchers can inform 
surrounding villages when 
and where lions have left 
the park. 

Equipped with mountain 


bikes, mobile phones and 
a GPS tracker, the guards 
go to the area to turn back 
the straying lions. They 
blow their vuvuzelas and 
alert other members of the 
community. People then 
gather, carrying whips and 
sticks and some wearing 
lion-like masks. They play 
drums and clap wooden 


blocks together to scare 
away the lions. They also 
use bright lights and light 
watch fires at night. 

The name Long Shields re¬ 
fers to the Matabele war¬ 
riors of the late 19th centu¬ 


ry who were known as "the 
people of the long shields,” 
for the tall rawhide shields 
they carried into battle. 
Even though there’s an 
average of 30 lions-hu- 
man conflicts per month, 
communities surround¬ 
ing Hwange have seen a 
decline in lions attacking 
cattle. 


“We definitely know that 
the program has actu¬ 
ally been able to chase 
some lions from the com¬ 
munity back into the park 
so in that way it becomes 
effective,” said Lovelater 
Sedede, a parks ecologist, 
but she warns: “Lions run¬ 
ning away from the sound 
of vuvuzelas do not totally 
eradicate the problem. 
Lions could get used to it 
and hence there is need 
for more research meth¬ 
ods to fight lion and hu¬ 
man conflict.” 

The surrounding communi¬ 
ties are pleased with the 
results. 

“We have noticed that the 
challenges from preda¬ 
tors have gone down ... 
our animals are protect¬ 
ed and the predators are 
kept away,” said Vincent 
Mangenyo, a local leader. 
Forty percent of the fatali¬ 
ties of lions in the Oxford 
study are at the hands of 
livestock owners or as a re¬ 
sult of their attacks on live¬ 
stock, said Stapelkamp, 
representing the single 
biggest cause of death. 

“I can't ... tell the world 
that lions are the most im¬ 
portant thing in the world 
and we must conserve 
them,” he said. “I can’t, 
because there are people 
who are hungry, starving 
in Zimbabwe. They lose all 
their livestock to a lion in a 
night.” 

But thanks to the Long 
Shield guards, not only are 
livestock saved, noted Sta¬ 
pelkamp, so are lions.Q

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Inside the lavish visual feast of ‘Crimson Peak’

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Fear 
is written in the walls of 
“Crimson Peak’s" crum¬ 
bling haunted mansion. 
Literally. 

Director Guillermo del Toro 
had his production and 
design teams fashion the 
word into the cracks and 
crevasses of the woodwork 
and furniture throughout 
the massive, three-story 
manor, which they built 
from the ground up specifi¬ 
cally for the gothic thriller. 
It’s not that del Toro thinks 
that spelling out the word 
fear will make the expe¬ 
rience of watching the 
film any scarier. In fact he 
doesn’t even believe in 
subliminal messages at all. 
(Ghosts, mind you, are an¬ 
other story.) 

But it is one among doz¬ 
ens of hidden in plain sight 
treats and thematically 
relevant motifs woven into 
the visuals of the painstak¬ 
ingly designed film about 
a young American novel¬ 
ist, Edith (Mia Wasikowska) 
who comes to live in the 
eerie estate of her new 
husband, Thomas (Tom 
Hiddleston) and his sister, 
Lucille (Jessica Chastain), 
in 1901. 

The director, who has cre¬ 


ated fantastically dark 
worlds in films like “Pan's 
Labyrinth,” wanted “Crim¬ 
son Peak," out Friday, to 
feel as grand as an old Hol¬ 
lywood production. Build¬ 
ing a three-story house with 


a functioning elevator, run¬ 
ning water, and working 
fireplaces isn’t a bad place 
to start, but beauty alone is 
trite. Everything needed to 
serve the story — even de¬ 
tails that might not be obvi¬ 
ous to the casual viewer. 

To ensure everyone was 


on the same page, Del 
Toro asked his wardrobe 
and production design 
teams to read and study 
the character biographies 
he’d crafted for his three 
leads. “The second man¬ 


date was that everything in 
the movie, no matter how 
whimsical, needed to be 
rooted in reality,” said del 
Toro in a recent interview. 
“I asked them to always 
have a photograph or a 
reference of the period to 
back up any choice." 


While there are other lo¬ 
cations, Allerdale Hall is 
the wheezing, bleeding 
centerpiece of “Crimson 
Peak,” where the untold 
horrors of the past con¬ 
verge in all their decadent 


glory. Truly, the walls ooze 
red clay and the house 
creaks and moans and 
breathes, thanks to a gap¬ 
ing hole in the foyer ceiling. 
“I wanted to make it feel 
like a character. I wanted 
to create it from scratch. 
That's why the movie took 


eight years to make. Every¬ 
body wanted it to be small¬ 
er or PG-13 and I didn't 
agree on either of those,” 
said del Toro. (The bloody 
film ended up securing an 
R-rating). 

Members of fhe key artistic 
team, including produc¬ 
tion designer Tom Sand¬ 
ers, costume designer Kate 
Hawley, and supervising 
art director Brandt Gor¬ 
don, were given an almost 
luxurious amount of fime fo 
prep before pre-produc- 
fion began. 

“In confemporary cinema, 
fhere is offen a mandate to 
try to keep things as eco¬ 
nomical as possible and to 
try to keep prep as short 
as possible. This was totally 
different,” said Gordon. He 
calls the four months in To¬ 
ronto their “pre-conceptu- 
al production phase." 

It was all about ideas, and 
Del Toro was there daily to 
discuss everything while 
Sanders built models. 

Once pre-production was 
underway, they spent 
about 14 weeks building 
the house before their Feb¬ 
ruary shoot date. For the 
crew, that meant having 
10 completely distinct sets 
ready to go at the same 
time, which proved to be 
quite a challenge.Q

Farmer remade Sting’s 
2003 song “Stolen Car” 
and released the single 
last month. In a recent in¬ 
terview, the pair finished 
each other’s sentences 
and Farmer even gave 
Sting a kiss on the cheek 
after gushing about the 
new tune. 

“It’s a great song. I’m very, 
very happy to do this and 
share this,” she said. “And 
then I’m going to kiss Sting 
on the cheek.” 


“Wow. I love my job,” Sting 
said with a smile on his 
face. Sfing, 64, and Farm¬ 
er, 54, said fhey decided 
fo collaborate after years 
of being friends. In recenf 
years. Farmer attended a 
Sting concert in London 
and saw his musical, “The 
Last Ship,” on Broadway in 
New York City. 

Their new video premiered 
Tuesday. 

“It was hot. It was hot. And 
a lot of fun,” Sting said. 
“Was it?" Farmer asked. 

“I mean hot in a different 
kind of way than what you 
mean,” he said as Farmer 
laughed. “It's a very sexy 
video.” 

Sting said he originally in¬ 
tended to feature a fe¬ 
male vocalist on “Stolen 


Car” when it was released 
on the 2003 album “Sacred 
Love,” making it perfect for 
the collaboration. 

“(It’s) a story about man 
who is very wealthy — he's 
a company director, he 
has a beautiful wife, two 
lovely children, but he also 
has a girlfriend. And it's ... 
the girlfriend’s saying, ‘You 
have to take me dancing 
sometimes. I live in the qui¬ 
et; I live in dark the whole 
time,"’ he said. 

“And I feel alone,” Farmer 
added. 

They recorded the song in 
Paris, and it will appear on 
Farmer’s album “Interstel- 
laire,” out Nov. 6. 

Farmer, who has released 

10 studio albums and sold 

11 million albums world¬ 


wide, rewrote the song to 
add her section in French. 
Sting compared recording 
“Stolen Car” with Farmer to 
dancing with a partner.

Outside of his duet with 
Farmer, Sting said he's 
working on his own music. 
“I’m almost thinking about 
it. I’m in the studio ... with 
younger musicians messing

Nielsen says 15.3 
million watched 
Democratic debate

NEW YORK (AP) — They 
aren’t quite Trump num¬ 
bers, but the 15.3 million 
people who watched the 
Democratic presidential 
debate on CNN was still 
the biggest TV audience 
ever for a Democratic de¬ 
bate. 

The Nielsen company 
said Tuesday’s debate 
audience exceeded the 
10.7 million people who 
watched Hillary Clinton 
and Barack Obama de¬ 
bate on ABC in April 2008. 
Buoyed by the television- 
friendly candidacy of Don¬ 
ald Trump, the two Repub¬ 
lican presidential debates 
were record-setters. The 
first debate, on Fox News 
Channel in August, was 
seen by 24 million viewers 
and the second, on CNN 
last month, had 23.1 million 
viewers. 

CNN also showed the Dem¬ 


ocratic debate online, with 
usage peaking at 980,000 
concurrent streams. 

The point in the debate 
where Bernie Sanders said 
he’d had enough of talk 
about Clinton's emails was 
the most-watched mo¬ 
ment for DVR users who 
rewound to see it over, ac¬ 
cording to the digital video 
recorder maker TiVo. 
Besides Trump, one clue to 
the lower ratings for Demo¬ 
crats may be the audience 
composition. The research 
firm Samba TV noted that 
48 percent of the people 
who watched the Demo¬ 
cratic debate said they'd 
seen at least one of the 
Republican candidates' 
forums. Meanwhile, only 21 
percent of the Republican 
debate audience tuned in 
to watch the Democrats, 
the company said. 

The debate also stacks up 
well compared to televi¬ 
sion entertainment. □

She can be 
queen, but also kid sister, 
killer or girl next door, writes 
Benjamin Markovits in the 
Esquire story accompany¬ 
ing Clarke's nude cover, 
belly down with bedsheet 
strategically placed. 

Lisa Hintelmann, edito¬ 
rial projects director for the 
magazine, called Clarke 
the all-around favorite.

and was hands down the 
number one choice of Es¬ 
quire's staff, friends and 
family,” she said in an 
email. 

On the pages of the No¬

She followed her broth¬ 
er into boarding school 
because “I fancied his 
friends,” she told Esquire, 
then she went on to study 
drama in college, pulling a 
couple of episodes on the 
long-running British day¬ 


time soap “Doctors” after 
graduation. She worked 
multiple jobs while living 
with friends before “Game 
of Thrones” changed her 
life when it began airing in 
2011 . 

Clarke recalled some dif¬ 
ficulties on the show early 
on. She was just 23. There 
was full frontal nudity, lots 
of sex, even a rape scene. 
She tells Markovits how she 
suffered along with her 
character. 

“Once, I had to take a little 
time out,” she said. “I said 
I needed a cup of tea, 
had a bit of a cry, and was 
ready for the next scene.” 
That's what the English call 
“mucking in,” or striking a 
balance between help¬ 
ing out and getting your 
hands dirty while maintain¬ 
ing a smile on your face, 
Markovits writes. Clarke, he 
said, is good at it. She re¬ 
called in the story, due to 
hit newsstands on Oct. 20, 
her father's early warnings 
about lowering expecta¬ 
tions as an actress when 
she first started out, and 
her days working at a call 
center.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Play¬ 
boy is about to find out 
how many people really do 
read the magazine for the 
articles. 

The magazine that helped 
usher in the sexual revolu¬ 
tion in the 1950s and ‘60s 
by bringing nudity into 
America’s living rooms — or 
at least its sock drawers — 
announced this week that 
it will no longer run photos 
of naked women. 

Playboy has seen its circu¬ 
lation plunge in recent de¬ 
cades as it has fallen victim 
to some of the very forces it 
helped set in motion. First it 
had to deal with competi¬ 
tion from more sexually ex¬ 
plicit magazines like Pent¬ 
house and Hustler. Now the 
Internet is awash in high- 
definition porn. 

Playboy has decided that 
the answer is less skin, not 
more. 

“You’re now one click 
away from every sex act 
imaginable for free. And so 
it’s just passe at this junc¬ 
ture," Playboy Enterprises 
CEO Scott Flanders told The 
New York Times. 

Starting in March, Playboy's 
print edition will still feature 
women in sexy, provoca¬ 
tive poses, but they will no 
longer be fully nude. It will 
become more like Esquire 
and other magazines with 
PG-13-type pictures. 

The Times said the mag¬ 
azine has not decided 
whether to continue hav¬ 
ing a centerfold. 

Playboy became famous 
for publishing nude photos 
of some of the world’s most 
famous women. Marilyn 
Monroe was its first center¬ 
fold, 62 years ago. 

Although the change rep¬ 
resents a major shift for the 
magazine, it is also the lat¬ 
est step away from full nu¬ 
dity, which was banned

from Playboy’s website in 
August 2014. That helped 
make the site safer for work 
and public places, and en¬ 
abled Playboy to get onto 
Facebook, Twitter and oth¬ 
er platforms.

During Playboy’s print hey¬ 
day, readers could plausi¬ 
bly, if not always convinc¬ 
ingly, claim they read it for 
its fiction, journalism and 
interviews. 

It published the work of

such writers as John Up¬ 
dike, Jack Kerouac, Nor¬ 
man Mailer, Ray Bradbury 
and Joseph Heller, and 
interviewed the likes of 
Jimmy Carter, Fidel Castro, 
Malcolm X, Muhammad 
Ali, Miles Davis, Frank Sina¬ 
tra and Bob Dylan. 

One of the magazine's vet¬ 


eran contributors, celebrity 
interviewer David Rensin, 
praised the move away 
from full nudity as some¬ 
thing Playboy should have 
done years ago. 

“It’s a good business move. 
The magazine’s got to keep 
up with the times,” said 
Rensin, whose long list of 
interview subjects includes 
Bill Gates, Jerry Seinfeld, 
Martin Scorsese and, more 
recently, Lena Dunham 
and Scarlett Johansson. 

For every newsmaker or 
celebrity who said yes to 
a Playboy interview, Ren¬ 
sin told The Associated 
Press on Tuesday, there 
were others who said no 
because they didn't want 
their words to appear next 
to or near photographs of 
naked women. 

The Times said taking full 
nudity out of the magazine 
was something the 89-year- 
old Hugh Hefner signed off 
on when Playboy editor 
Cory Jones ran the idea by 
him. 

“The political and sexual 
climate of 1953, the year 
Hugh Hefner introduced 
Playboy to the world, bears 
almost no resemblance to 
today," Flanders said in a 
statement. “We are more 
free to express ourselves 
politically, sexually and cul¬ 
turally today, and that’s in 
large part thanks to Hef’s 
heroic mission to expand 
those freedoms." 

The shift will be accompa¬ 
nied by other changes in 
the magazine, including 
a slightly larger size and 
heavier, higher-quality 
paper meant to give the 
magazine a more collect¬ 
ible feel. 

Playboy’s print circulation, 
measured at 5.6 million in 
1975, is now about 800,000, 
according to Alliance for 
Audited Media, the Times 
reported.□ 
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Anger Grows as New Migrants Sent to Tiny Dutch Village

ORANJE, Netherlands (AP) 

— In this tiny Dutch village, 
Jan Voortman’s garden 
center has added some 
new products to its lineup 
of plants, seeds and wood¬ 
en clogs: falafel, couscous 
and water pipes. 

The enterprising store 
owner is capitalizing on 
the newest residents of ru¬ 
ral Oranje, until recently 
population 130: Hundreds 
of asylum seekers from as 
far away as Syria, Sudan 
and Eritrea who are being 
housed in a disused vaca¬ 
tion camp. But the reso¬ 
lutely cheerful Voortman 
sees his fellow townspeo¬ 
ple adopting a starkly dif¬ 
ferent attitude. 

Villagers who a year ago 
grudgingly accepted the 
arrival of 700 migrants re¬ 
acted furiously last week 
when the government an¬ 
nounced it was sending up 
to 700 more, turning Oranje 
into the latest flashpoint 
in an increasingly polar¬ 
ized debate about how 
this densely populated na¬ 
tion of 17 million can ac¬ 
commodate thousands of 
migrants pouring into the 
country. 

Similar frictions are emerg¬ 
ing elsewhere in Europe as 
the continent struggles to 
absorb hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of people. Villagers 


and townsfolk in some parts 
of Germany also have pro¬ 
tested against the arrival 
of asylum seeker centers, 
though many others in the 
country also do plenty to 
help migrants. 

In the end, 103 new mi¬ 
grants were bused into 


of suitable housing else¬ 
where. 

Oranje was chosen be¬ 
cause of its 1,400-bed va¬ 
cation village, but villagers 
saw the decision as a be¬ 
trayal by the central gov¬ 
ernment based more than 
200 kilometers (125 miles) 


tice Minister Klaas Dijkhoff 
broke the news to villagers 
on Tuesday that hundreds 
more could be on their 
way, he said, “everybody 
flipped.” 

One woman stood in front 
of Dijkhoff’s car as he tried 
to leave the meeting. When 
she was pulled, screaming, 
to the side of the road, she 
fell and injured her arm. A 
man kicked the car as it 
drove away. 

“I've had better evenings," 
Dijkhoff told reporters at 
the Dutch Parliament the 
following day. “But I un¬ 
derstand that people were 
shocked." 

Two days after the con¬ 
frontation, the only trace of 
anger left in the cluster of 
houses lining the banks of 
the local canal was the vil¬ 
lage sign: The name Oran¬ 
je had been covered in 
black spray paint and “Syr¬ 
ia” scrawled underneath. 
It was not clear when the 
sign was defaced. 

Many Dutch people are 
welcoming migrants with 
open arms, but plenty of

to Oranje “difficult but un¬ 
avoidable” given the lack 


away in The Hague, which 
after sending 700 people 
last year had pledged not 
to send any more. 

“It was going well. Every¬ 
body was satisfied,” Voort¬ 
man said. When junior Jus¬ 


others are opposing moves 
to set up centers for asylum 
seekers in their towns and 
villages. 

Prime Minister Mark Rutte 
has faced criticism for his 
handling of the crisis, while 


anti-Islam lawmaker Geert 
Wilders has seen his Free¬ 
dom Party rise in recent 
polls as he campaigns 
against new migrant cen¬ 
ters. He argues that the 
Netherlands should simply 
close its borders. 

But the asylum seekers 
keep coming. Some 3,000 
arrived last week alone; 
the previous week saw 
2,400 and the week before 
that 4,200. 

That has left authorities 
scrambling for places to 
put them all. Vacation 
parks and sports halls are 
being pressed into service 
as emergency accommo¬ 
dation centers and local 
municipalities are being 
asked to look for other suit¬ 
able locations. 

So far, according to locals, 
problems caused by the 
massive influx in Oranje are 
confined to asylum seek¬ 
ers riding bicycles on the 
wrong side of the road or 
walking in the middle of 
streets at night, posing a 
risk to themselves and local 
motorists. But Mayor Ton 
Baas acknowledged that 
their arrival has radically 
changed the sleepy rural 
village. 

“The people, refugees, 
come from another cul¬ 
ture. They walk on the 
street more, they are out¬ 
side. They have nothing to 
do. There's nothing to do,” 
he said. “So they are on 
the street and that gives 
(the village) a totally differ¬ 
ent appearance.” 

One of this week’s arriv¬ 
als was Mohamad Ziad, 
a 28-year-old from Homs 
in Syria, who crossed Eu¬ 
rope in a people-smug¬ 
gler’s truck after making 
the risky boat journey from 
Turkey to the Greek island 
of Rhodes. 

As he shopped in Voort¬ 
man’s store, Ziad had kind 
words for the village of 
Oranje. “I really like it. You 
know, we are having our 
own room — especially 
your own bathroom — not 
sharing with each other,” 
he said. “It’s quiet and 
people like each other be¬ 
cause, you know, we are 
all in the same situation.”□
